1. The minutes of the meeting of the Board of 
Inspection held on May 7, 1945, were confirmed. 

2. Under Regulation 7 of Chapter XXII, the Board 
appointed: — 

(f) Rai Bahadur Dr. K. C. Mehta and Mr. 
C. Mahajan to inspect the four recognised 
hostels at Agra, and 

(ii) the two Principals of the degree colleges at 
Gwalior, to inspect the K. D. V. S. Hostel, 
Gwalior. 

3. With reference to Board of Inspection Resolution 
No. 37 of March 9, 1945, the Board considered the report 
cf the Inspectors on the inspection of Jayaji Marafha 
Boarding House, Gwalior. 

Rcsohcd that it be recommended to the Executive 
Council that unless the premises are reserved entirely for 
college students, the Boarding House be not placed on 
the list of recognised hostels. 

4. The Board considered changes in the staff of 
affiliated colleges, communicated under Statute 4 of 
Chapter XVII and resolved that they be recorded. 
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5. With reference to Board of Inspection Resolu- 
tion No. 54 of May 7, 1945, the report of Inspectors not 
having been received, the Board postponed the considera- 
tion of the representation of N. R. E, C. College, Khurja, 
regarding the affiliation of the college. 


6, With reference to Board of Inspection Resolu- 
tion No. 32 of March 9, 1945, the Board considered letter 
No. 1244 dated 2nd May 1945, from the Principal, 
Dungar College, Bikaner, regarding the construction of 
the college building. 

Resolved that the Principal be informed that the war 
being now over, the authorities must complete the pro- 
posed building at the new site by the end of June, 1948.

Resolved further that besides the usual Annual Returns 
the Registrar should for the use of the members ask the 
colleges to supply this year 

1. A copy of the time-table, giving therein the 

duration of periods and the time at which 
the college starts functioning and the time 
at which it closes. 

2. A statement of accommodation, indicating 

therein, the number and sizes of the various 
rooms available, the classes held in each of 
the rooms and the number of students com- 
prised in each of the classes or sections. 

18. With reference to Executive Council Resolution 
No. 184 dated April 21, 1937, the Board resolved that it 
be recommended to the Executive Council that October 1 
be fixed as the last date for the receipt of Annual 
Returns from the colleges.

(2) The candidate who wished to attend the Convocation in 

person, should sign slip A by the date mentioned in the 
■-lip and send them to the Registrar, who will sign slips 
B and C and return them to the candidate to his address 
directly. 

(3) Necessary changes in the permission slip be made. 

(4) A copy of the Convocation procedure to be sent to the can- 

didate along with slips B and C signed by the Registrar. 

(5) Rules regarding late payment of fee etc. should be printed 

in bold letters on tlie back of the permission slip.”

7. Appointment of the Personal 
Assistant to the Vice-Chancellor . — 
A perusal of file So. l-XXIX-29, 
in connection with the audit of the 
arrear pay bill of Mr. Gangadhar 
Widhani, Personal Assistant to 
the Vice-Chancellor, for Rs.753/9/- 
i. e. irom Xoveinber 7, 1944 to 
February 6, 1945 at Rs. 250 p m. 
disclosed that be was appointed by 
the latter under authority of the 
Executive Council [nidi resolution 
No. 117, dated the 21st October 
1944). The appointment order 
dated the 11th November, 19 -U, 
containing a note thatMr. Widhani 
was appointed on the 7th Xovera- 
ber, 1944. was received in the 
Registrar's office on the 6th 
February, 1945 although another 
communication dispensing with bis 
services from February 6, 1945, 
had been received in the office 
on February 1, 1945. Prior to 
this date, _ no information was 
-sent to the University office, 
regarding this appointment In spite 
of the Registrar’s note to the Vice- 
Chancellor dated the 16th Decem- 
ber, 1944. The joining report of 
Mr. Widhani was also not on the 


7 and 8. Mr. Widhani was on 
leave tram his otnce during the 
penod he worked as P. A. to the 
Vice-Chancellor and he had taken 
permission of competent authority 
to take employment elsewhere as 
permissible under F. R. 69. A copy' 
o: :r ‘: °tders referred to above is 
on the nle m Vice-Chancellor's 
pace in Delhi and trill be produced 
if necessary, at the time of next 
audit. 

The Vice-Chancellor’s orders 
in question were recorded in his 
Ou.ce at Delhi. It is not under- 
stood what technical fiav; or audit 
irregularity was involved in filing 
tne papers of the appointment of 
his Personal Assistant in Vice- 
Chancellor's otnce or nondes- 
patch of these orders to Agra, 
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It appeared from the Registrar’s 
reply to a point raised in audit 
that the papers were delayed m 
the Vice-Chancellor's office at 
Delhi, It may, however, be ob- 
served that the procedure m 
regard to this appointment was 
irregular in as much as the appoint- 
ment order was passed 4 days’ 
after the man had joined (al- 
though there was no joining 
report) and that it was communi- 
cated to the University office after 
3 months at the time of the termi- 
nation of the services of the in- 
cumbent. The matter deserves the 
particular attention of the Vice- 
Chancellor. 

8. Besides from a paper in the 
file (si. No. 42) it transpired that 

Mr. Widhani was already working 
as a Personal Assistant to the 
Superintendent of Education, 
Delhi and Ajmer-Merwara. This 
raises an issue as to how he 
accepted a whole time employ- 
ment under the Agra University 
The point needs elucidation at the 
next audit 

9. Irregular payment of leave 
salary.— A review of the per- 
sonal file of Air- K.K Chatterji, 
ex-Press Clerk, revealed that he 
accepted the joD of the Press 
Manager at the Benares Hindu 
University on a salary of 
Rs. 147/8/- in the scale of 125-7}- 
275. He was drawing a salary of 
Rs. 135 in this University. He was 
granted leave without pay for a 
year (i.e. the period of his proba- 
tion at Benares) under resolution 
No 75, dated the 26th August, 
1944, of the Executive Council, 
and was relieved on the Sth July, 
1944. 

. 10. Mr. Chatterji subsequently 
in This representation, requested 
thc'Council to allow him to retire 
and to convert the leave (without 
. pay) granted to him into privilege 
leave that may be due to him on 
July S, 1944, under the University 
rules. The Council acceded to the 
request of Mr. Chatterji and 
sanctioned the leave due to him 
( vide resolution No. 159 dated 


9, 10 and l L 

The case of Mr. Cbatterjee has 
been thoroughly considered by the 
Executive Council twice ’ The 
position from the University’s 
point of view is as follows : — 

(»') Mr Chatterji had served 
the University’ for 16 years, and 
earned a certain amount of leave 
according to the rules of the 
University ; 

(it) He was going to retire 
from the service of the University 
and the leave earned being his 
due the Council did not think it 
proper not to allow his dues to the 
individual, who had served the 
University for such a longtime. 

(iii) Consequently the ques- 
tion whether he is or is not in the 
service of another body dots not 
arise so far as the payment of his 
dues to Mr. Chatterjee is concer- 
ned. 
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calculated at the rate of rail- 
way fare from Gwalior to Muttra 
and Agra to Jhansi In the latter 
case, there was obviosuly an excess 
payment of Rs 12/10/6 which 
should be recovered or adjusted. 
In future certificates should be 
obtained to the effect that the 
members have travelled by mail 
before payments are made. 

13. Payment of conveyance 
charges at excessive rates . — 

Mr. Sivanand Sharma, Assis- 
tant Accountant who went to Delhi 
with a paper to the Vice-Chan- 
cellor, wds paid tonga charges, 
amounting to Rs. 16/8/- by voucher 
No. 67, dated the 24 November, 
1944 for going from Delhi station 
to place of stay, going twice to the 
Vice-Chancellor and then from the 
place of stay to the railway, sta- 
tion, Mr. Sharma also furnished 
a certificate that, he actually in- 
curred that expense. Whatever 
justification, might have been for 
Mr. Sharma to spend a sum of 
Rs 16/8/- on conveyance in not 
more than 10 hours, the amount 
was much too excessive to be 
claimed from the University and 
paid out of a public fund. 

14. Similarly Mr. K. L. Nagar, 
who went to Lucknow, was paid 
conveyance charges amounting to 
Rs. 16 in addition to the daily 
allowance for 3 or 4 short jour- 
neys to the Newul Kishore Press 
and the Secretariat. Apparently 
the bills were not properly scruti- 
nized and the ' amounts passed 
without due regard to the interests 
of the University. This should 
receive the special attention of the 
Registrar. 

15. Hessian cloth not entered 
in the stock book . — Hessian cloth 
measuring20Q yards was purchased 
and paid for by voucher No. 8 of 
February, 1945. ft was not entered 
in any stock book as it did not 
seem necessary in view of its being 
an article of a consumable nature. 
This is hardly correct. How was 
its consumption and proper use 
watched without a record could 


colleges were allowed railway fare 
by mail. 


13. It is admitted that Rs. 16/8/- 
looks rather a pretty heavy 
amount to be spent on tonga hire 
during 10 hours — but the circum- 
stances were exceptional, it being 
night time and the Vice-Chan- 
cellor’s residence being at a- dis- 
tance of about 7 miles from the 
place where Mr. Sivanand was 
putting up for the night. More 
care will be, however, taken in 
future. 


14. More care will be taken in 
future. 


15. Hessian cloth is used only 
for the despatch of answer-books 
to examination centres. The cloth 
is of a very inferior type and can 
hardly be used for other purposes. 
However it will be entered in the 
stock register in future. 
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not be explained when questioned 
in audit. The stock represents 
money in another iorin and lias to 
Is properly accounted ior. 

16. Conclusion .— Save for this 
remarks in the foregoing para- 
graphs, the accounts continued to 
be satisfactorily maintained. The 
Registrar evinced deep interest in 
audit as well as in the settlement 
of objections. He also personally 
discussed several matters with me 
relating to audit and expenditure. 

The objection statement con- 
tains only five unsettled items.

The Committee considered the various recommendations contained 
in the report of the Examinations Committee of the Central Advisory 
Board of Education, India, and recommended as follows : 

Para, 4 (») of the report— T ne Committee is of the opinion that 
symbolic marking in the case of an affiliating University like that of 
Agra might be tried for the post-graduate examinations. This would 
necessitate the marking in consultation between all the examiners in a 
subject at one place in order to achieve the best results from the 
experiment 

Para 4 (it) of the ref art— This University has for some years past- 
suspended the moderation of question papers but the Committee agrees 
that moderation is desirable and suggests that the Board should consist 
of a Chairman, one external and one internal examiner. 


Para 4 (Hi) of the report — The Committee agrees with the 
recommendations on principle but feels that the increase in cost would 
be so great in an affiliating University that with its present resources 
it will not be possible to meet it It will also involve very serious 
delay in the declaration of the results unless both the examiners do the 
marking simultaneously in one place, adding further to the cost

4 (off) of the report— This is already being done to the best 
of our ability. 

Paras. 3, 6, 7,8 and 9 of the report — The recommendations contained 
in these paragraphs relate to School Studies and School leaving exami- 
nation, and this University has no direct concern with the School and 
Intermediate Examinations. 

The Committee is, however, in general agreement with the princi- 
ples laid down. 

Para. 10 of the report — This University is not concerned with the 
question of admission to Training Schools 

As regards admission to training colleges, the committee considers 
that the recommendations made are sound In the case of this 
University the main difficulty would be the question of the vast 
distances which candidates would have to travel for the purpose of the 
interview prior to selection by the Principal of the college 

The Committee, however, recommends that these recommendations 
be forwarded to the Managing Committee of the Teachers Training 
College, Ajmer, which is the only training institution affiliated to the 
University at present, for consideration. 

Para. 11 of the report — This is primarily a question of having 
highly qualified and decently paid teachers There can be no two 
opinions about the fact that every candidate, at any rate for a degree 
examination, should be made to study intensively for himself under the 
proper guidance of a teacher This experiment will succeed only if 
the class is split up into small groups so that the teacher can devote 
personal attention to every student in a group. 

Only Doctorates should be awarded to theses. 

Para. 12 of the report — This University has only recently introduced 
a system of suplementary examinations and the Co mmi ttee is not in a 
position to express any definite opinion. 

Para. 13 of the refcrf-In view of the large number of optional 
subjects it is impossible to adjust the various papers in the space of 
one week. 

. , Para. 14 of the report — The Committee recommends that fuller 
mrormation be lurmshed to the University relating to the tests that are 
being devised and used by the Officers* Selection Boards,

in themselves. By encouraging cramming they not only waste time 
hut also are inimical to original thinking and research. Apart from 
such positive defects it is said to be open to doubt whether tlieir 
actual results indicate with sufficient piecision the standard of the 
attainments of the examinees let alone their intellectual capacity or 
promise. Marking is dominated by subjective factors and there is 
evidence to suggest that in spite of the recent safeguards adopted as a 
result of scientific investigation examinations of the normal type still 
fail to eliminate the defects referred to above. The Committee agreed 
that the ultimate objectnc to be kept in view is the creation of more 
technically accurate, reliable and valid types of examinations, which 
should both eliminate subjective vanations and establish objectively 
measureable standards The process will involve elaborate research 
and co-ordinated experiments all over the country and it may take the 
national education system some time to evolve the types of examina- 
tion which will be most conducive to the all-round mental development 
of the scholar. Meanwhile, however, the Committee are of opinion 
that they cannot do better than to Jay down certain principles. 

(i) Examination results are the common ground on which 
parents, pupils and teachers in this country often meet 
without exploring in. detail the merits and demerits of 
various types of marking. The Committee believe that 
symbolic marking is the most satisfactory method of 
determining whether a candidate or a group of can- 
didates has reached a certain level or efficiency. The 
Committee realise that examination results are often 
used tor the award of public scholarships and for other 
purposes for which an order of merit is necessary. The 
Committee are of tire opinion that though it may be 
necessary to allot numeral marks or produce an order 
of merit in the top group of candidates, attempts to 
arrange all candidates in order should be avoided 
wherever possible. In the normal course, for grading 
the achievements of examinees it would be sufficient if 
they were graded into three or four mam groups. While 
the majority of the members were in favour of the 
adoption of symbolic marking, a few were desirous of 
retaining numeral marking in the case of papers in 
mathematics and the exact sciences. 

(») It is desirable that every examining authority should set 
up Boards for moderating examination papers set by 
individual examiners. In the ease of a University, the 
Board should consist of a Chairman and an external and 
an internal examiner. 

(in) With a view to reducing the subjective factor as far as 
possible, the Committee consider it most desirable that 
all answer-books should be marked separately by two 
examiners and in case of disagreement the answer-books 
should be referred to the Chief Examiner. The Com- 
mittee appreciate that in the present circumstances it 
may not be feasible to adopt the suggestion at the school 
stage where the number of examiners is very large, but 
they sec no reason why this practice could not be adopted 
forthwitu at alt stages after Matriculation. The 
moderation of marks by an outside modcraiing_ Com- 
mittee is greatly to be deprecated ; but where in the 
case of any particular examiner or any particular paper 
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slrikin;; iliicropancies .ik cj.iailcsl, a University (or 
oilier examitiiiij: authority) may properly cause further 
inquiry to he nude. 

(iu) Apart trout the propo-ed agencies for ensuring moderation 
of papers and standardisation of examination results as 
a whole it ii desirable that every examining authority 
should appoint a permanent official of professorial rank, 
with adequate knowledge and experience of various 
examination techniques !o enable him to advise the 
authorities concerned in regard to the results of current 
examinations and to improvements that could be a/Tccted 
m the light of the experience gained in this country or 
abroad. 

(f) The utmost care should be taken m preparing list » or 
panels of examiners the selection should be based on 
merit alone. The Committee, therefore, emphasise the 
point that Boards of Studies should spare no pains to 
prepare lists of the best men available in each subject 
and the panel should be approved by the Vice-Chancellor 
or the relevant authority in this behalf. The Committee 
were strongly of the opinion that there should not be 
any appreciable difference m the qualifications of the 
examiners. Once panels have been formed, the followin'* 
methods for selecting the individual examiners are 
recommended:— 


(а) the final selection should be made by drawing lots, or 

(б) the final selection should be in the hands oi a committee

(vii) The Committee’s attention has been drawn to the difficul- 
wh ? n an . examining authority as in some 
of the affiliating universities has to deal with too large a 
number of students. This often results in undue delay 
in publishing results. Even in the largest examinations 
results ought to be declared within two months from the 
~?,? f the examination ; steps should be taken to impress 
on all examiners the need for punctuality and despatch 
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The suggestions made above are those most likely in the opinion 
of the .Committee to effect immediate improvements in the current 
method of conducting examinations in this country. They arc 
however, conscious that their suggestions are only applicable to the 
transition period and that drastic changes may be necessary to meet 
the requirements of a comprehensive natural system of education at 
a later stage. 

5. The recent criticisms of the conventional type of examination 
have been accompanied by a move to formulate more reliable and 
objective standards of assessment. The new methods the evolution 
of which was made possible by the techniques already established for 
the development and standardisation of intelligence tests, are being 
increasingly used now-a-days in Western counlrics to test attainments 
in all subjects of the curriculum at any level of instruction. The new 
type of test is considered superior to tile old form of examination 
for a variety of reasons. Among these two following may be 
mentioned: — 

(i) Subjective factors in the examiner such as bias, personal 
opinions and temperament arc reduced to a minimum. 

(if) It is statistically more reliable in so far as scores of two 
equivalent new tests given to the same pupils arc found 
to agree more closely than in the old type. 

(iii) It is more comprehensive because it includes wide sampling 
of the subject of the examination and to the extent it is 
also more reliable. 

(m) It is easily administered and marked, with economy of 
time and effort for both examiners and pupils. 

(z>) The results can be interpreted more easily and used for 
specific purposes c.g., detecting deficiencies in pupils. 


The function of an examination is not merely to divide the 
school population into passes and failures but to aid in discovering 
the right sort of education for each pupil. The success of an educa- 
tional system to-day tends to be measured not in terms of the percent- 
age of examination distinctions or passes but by the degree to which 
it has been able to discover the abilities and the needs of children and 
has provided for them the particular type of education by which they 
are most capable of profiting. The Committee are of the opinion that 
as these new techniques have proved their efficacy beyond all doubt 
at all school stages every attempt should be made to devise .mu 
standardise them for use in this country so that they may supplement 
and ultimately replace the old types of Examination. Wtictnci , 
however, the new technique will prove equally efficacious ueyonu 1 1

For the 
“late developers" at the age of 13 or 14 the technique of selection 
should generally be the same as at the age of 11. 

1 8. With regard to the mode of selection for the purpose of 
admission to a Technical High School, the Committee considered that 
the methods suggested for ordinary High School should generally be 
followed, though special stress will have to be laid on the aptitude 
tests, with a view to ensure that the selected candidates possess the 
requisite practical ability. 


9. With regard to the nature of the external examination at the 
end of High School Stage, the Committee are m general agreement 
with the recommendations made in 1942 by the Joint Committee of the 
Central Advisory Board of Education and the Inter-University Board 
on the relation of Matriculation to the School Leaving Certificate 
Examination {e./. the Joint Committee’s Report pp. 1 and 2). The 
Committee wish, however, to point out in this connection that the 
principal cause of the over-academic nature of the High Schools in 
this country has been University Matriculation requirements combined 
with the popular demand for a Matriculation certificate even for those 
pupils who do not intend to enter a university. Since under a national 
system of education only a small percentage of High School students 
will proceed to Universities, there will be still less justification for the 
curriculum, methods of instruction for the others being determined by 
the requirements of the prospective University students. The Com- 
mittee hope that both educational and examining authorities concerned 
with High Schools will bear this important consideration m mind both 
in devising courses and methods of study and in formulating examina- 
tion techniques. 

The Committee also wish to emphasise the need of adequate 
provision for practical examinations at this stage. As practical 
examinations are relatively more expensive for the large examining 
authorities, the Committee apprehend that there may be a tendency 
la avoid them, but they are emphatically of the opinion that if the 
school curriculum is to be sufficiently varied to satisfy the wide range 
of interests of the High School population the technique of examina- 
tions at this stage must provide for practical^ tests in subjects like arts 
and crafts, music and domestic and other applied sciences. 


10. For the purpose of admission to Training Schools, the 
Committee recommend the following procedure. Pupils who wish to 
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become teachers should be picked out during the last two years of 
their High School course. They should ,bc kept under observation by 
Heads and inspectors and given the opportunity of visiting other 
schools and trying their hands at actual teaching. .Doubtful case 5 may 
be sifted by this means This system has the advantage of ensuring 
that intending teachers before being admitted to Training Schools will 
have shown at any rate some signs that they are likely to make good. 

For admission to Training Colleges candidates should register 
their names while they are still studying for the degree examination. 
During the long vacation before their admission to the training college 
they should be required to do not less than a fortnight’s teaching 
practice. The Head of the school in which they teach should send a 
report on their promise as teachers to the Principal of the Training 
College. The candidate should then be interviewed by the Principal 
of the Training College and his committee. The technique of selection 
should take into consideration — 


(i) the college record of the candidate, 

(it) the report of the Head Master of the Practising School, 
and 

(iii) the result of the interview by the Principal of the Training 
College. 

The Committee hope that some of the tests now being evolved by • 
the Officers’ Selection Board may in due course be adopted with 
necessary modifications for selecting intending teachers. 

11. With regard to the technique of examinations at the University 
stage, the Committee are of the opinion that it is not possible to effect 
improvements piecemeal. They are convinced that there cannot be 
any substantial progress unless and until the standard of instruction 
is appreciably raised. To secure this the primary-requisite is that the 
conditions of service of teachers should be improved and a definite 
ratio should be laid down between the number of students under 
instruction and of teachers. The tutorial system, that is, private 
instruction of students in small groups— the smaller the better-should 
also be adopted by all universities, and the number of lectures reduced, 
in order that students may learn better how to teach themselves. 
During class teaching, teachers should be encouraged to give explana- 
tion in the mother tongue when students fail to grasp the Iectuier's 
meaning on account of their inadequate knowledge of the English 
language. Additional provision for teaching English at the initial 
stage of the University course will be necessary so long as English 
remains the medium of instruction. 


As far as M.A. and M.Sc. Examinations are concerned, the 
Committee ‘are generally of the opinion that these post-graduate 
degrees should as a rule be awarded on the results of 3n examination 
and not on a thesis. It is not considered necessary, however, to lay, down 
any rigid rule as there may be some subjects where the assessment 
may usefully be made partly by examination and partly by thesis. 


Doctorates should alone be awarded on theses or on work already 
published. 

- The Committee recognise that their suggestions can scarcely be 
carried out unless larger grants are forthcoming from official sources. 
They are of the opinion that much of the teaching at the present day 
is Clueless- or more or. less valueless because of the ack of the 
provisions they have pointed out, Government should theretore oe 
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nritMl not only to increase their grants but also to attach such condi- 
t“o«i tolhem as will secure what the Committee have in view. 

P The Committee noted that most universities have adopted 
the conipartmental system o£ examinations. They arc themselves m 
favour of its introduction or retention at the following stages and on 
the following conditions:— 

fit Matriculation:— As pupils at this stage are required to 

v 1 take a considerable variety of subjects, a candidate should 
he" given a further change if he fails in one subject, 
provided his score therein is not below 25% of the 
maximum and his attainment jn other subjects is 
definitely satisfactory— say 40 to 45% of the total marks 
as the case may be. 

The Committee also recommend a similar compartmental system 
at the Intermediate stage so long as those examinations 
continue.

The Board. were of _the opinion that in the present 
state of development of the system of education in this country it may 
not be practicable to adopt symbolic marking in stages of education 
below that of B-A (Honours } course. They therefore recommended 
the retention of numerical marking, for the present, below that stage. 
They also wished to =tress the principle set out by the Committee that 
in any test or examination with the object of selecting people for higher 
stages of education, the main emphasis should be on the native 
intelligence of the scholar rather than on his achievements. Subject 
to the above comments, the Board endorsed the recommendations 
submitted to them and directed that they should be forwarded to the 
Provincial Governments etc,, for their consideration. 
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to give an account of their activities during this summer vacation, so 
as to encourage others to come forward too. 

Mr. R. K. Chaturvedi, of this College, who was deputed by the 
University for training as an instructor was absent on his cour&cs of 
instruction. During this period the messing and quartering were 
temporarily organised by our Mr. Mata Prasad to whom great credit 
is due for the efficient arrangements. I trust he will receive adequate 
remuneration for this essentia! work as agreed verbally with Air 
Headquarters, to whom I made this condition of starting the class in 
our College 

Later I met M . R. K. Chaturvedi, on his return from training at 
Sikandrabad and Kohat, and he gave me an enthusiastic account of his 
experiences and treatment. He received the greatest kindliness and cor- 
diality from all ranks, and he saw at first hand most of the departments 
of activity of the Air Force. He also saw the working of the I.A.T.C. 
at Peshawar. _ Clearly he has come back inspired with enthusiasm for 
the success of the project. I feel confident that he will prove success- 
ful in helping to organise it in the future and will justify our selection 
of him for the task.

“( iv ) Ten Principals of affiliated colleges elect- 
ed by the Senate, five of whom shall be- 
long to colleges in the United Provinces 
and the remaining five to the colleges in 
Rajputana, Central India and Gwalior," 

(&) Section 17 (2) (iff)

The Registrar reported that the General Minister, 
Mewar, who forwarded the application after making 
proper enquiries through the D. P. I., Udaipur, recom- 
mended that the degree be conferred on the candidate 
since the candidate was not at fault at all, and because 
the mistake was due to a misunderstanding on the part 
of the Manager, Court of Wards, who ordered the candi- 
date to work at both places, being under the impression 
that this arrangement would not interfere with the exa- 
mination of the candidate as was actually the practice in 
the Agra University a few years ago.

Early in March, 1915, the University received an application from 
the Secretary to the Managing Committee, Radha So ami Educational 
Institute, Dayalbagh, Agra, expressing thur desire to raise the Tech- 
nical College _tn Dayalbagli to the degiee standard with a view to 
getting it affiliated to Agra University as from July, 1946. There 
was some talk going on at that tune about tlieaffiliation of the Thomason 
Engineering College, Roorkce, Jo the University; and as the Agra 
University has no Engineering Faculty at present, it was considered 
desirable that action on the application of Dayalbagh College might be 
taken on the receipt of similar application from Roorkce College 
also. The U. P. Government, however, seemed to have dropped the 
idea of the affiliation of Roorkce College to the University as no 
communication on the subject was received till August 21, 1945. The 
Executive Council, therefore, at its meeting held on the 21st of August, 
1945, proceeded with the consideration of the application of the R ,E. 1., 
Dayalbagh authorities and appointed, under its Resolution No. 37 of 
the same date, the following Committee of experts to inspect the

The second part of the report deals with the 
matter from the college point of view and embodies general observa- 
tions of the Committee regarding the requirements of the college in 
the matter of accommodation, staff, equipment and other allied subjects, 
and it will be for the R.E I. authorities to take steps to satisfy these 
requirements as soon as the college is granted affiliation. The Com- 
mittee recommends that the final decision of the University may be 
communicated to the college by the end of March, 19-16, at the latest, 
so that the authorities may have at least three months’ time to make 
preparations for starting the First year class in July, 1946 The Com- 
mittee has left over for the panel of inspectors, to be appointed in due 
. course by the proper authority of the University, to suggest the actual 
conditions on which the college should get affiliation. It is suggested 
that after the necessary statutes and regulations for the Faculty of 
Engineering have been framed by the University, the panel of inspec- 
tors may be appointed in Deceniuer, 1915, and the college inspected for 
recognition in January, 1946. 


4. It is hardly necessary to dwell on the urgency and the utility of 
an engineering college at the present moment, when the country is 
rapidly going to be industrialised , nor can the Committee over-empha- 
size the desirability of raising the present Technical College at 
Dayalbagh to the status of a degree college The institution has been 
in existence since 192S and has already rendered much valuable service. 
Dayalbagh with its various industries offers best facilities m Agra for 
the establishment of an engineering college ; above all, the authorities 
are determined to make it a first class institution, even though they 
may have to snend comparatively large sums of money on the college. 
The Committee therefore recommends very strongly that the Dayalbagh 
authorities might be encouraged and helped by the University, as far as 
possible, to bring the scheme to a successful completion at an early 
date Due to the abnormal conditions still prevailing as a result of the 
war, it is appreheuded that, even if the money is forthcoming, it may be 
difficult for the authorities to get equipment from abroad for their 
workshops and laboratories for some time. Butin the opinion of the 
Committee there is sufficient material with which a start could easily be 
made almost immediately, and since the war is over, conditions may 
gradually ease and the authorities should be able to fulfil all the 
necessary requirements of the proposed engineering collegi , w’lthin a 
Period of two or three years from now; so that, by the time the nrst 
batch of students (which will be admitted to the college in July, I' - * 5 6 /' 
completes the preliminary general and basic training during the first two 
years by April, 1948, and'enters on the specialized study in the thira 
year, beginning with July, 1948, everything would be completed and me 
young college would be in full swing to give adequate training to it 
students, both in mechanical as well as electrical engineering, ft 
is. therefore, a very strong case made out for going nhead wlt “ 
scheme and granting affiliation to the college from July, 1940.

Committee). But it will be in this form that the amendments to the 
lav, s will have to be proposed to the constituted bodies of the University, 
particularly the Senate and finally His Excellency the Chancellor of the 
University; and therefore ft is considered necessary to mention here the 
salient features at the more important amendments, the other changes 
being consequential.

The scale of salaries recommended is higher than the new scale of 
salaries proposed by the University for teachers of subjects in the 
other Faculties, (excepting perhaps Medicine). Details will be found 
in para 18 in part II of this report. 

10. The Examinations. 

( 1 ) The basic qualifications for entering on the Engineering Course 
will be the IntcrniLdiate Examination, with Mathematics, Physics and 
Chemistry. The candidate must not be below 17 and over 21 3 ears of 
age at the time of admission to the college. 

(2) The courses of study will extend over a period of five years. 
There will be a University examination at the end of each year till the 
end of the fourth year. The fifth year will be devoted entirely to 
appioved practical or research work. Then the B.Sc. (Engg.) degree 
will be awarded at the end of the fifth year. This is ex ictly what the 
Benares Hindu University does. In the Punjab, they have a three 
years’ course in the college, (with a University examination at the end 
of each year) and two years’ practical, befoie the degree is awarded. 
In Aligarh, they propose to have only a three years’ college course and 
a year’s practical. The Committee has adopted mainly the Benares 
scheme, with a few alterations and adjustments here and there, which 
were unanimously agreed to by the experts with a view to improving 
on the Benares courses. 


(3) The examinations will be held only once a year, (unlike the 
examinations in the Faculty of Medicine) ; but the candidates, who fail 
in one subject or group of subjects, obtaining 55 percent, of the aggre- 
gate marks for the whole examination and at least 25 per cent, marks 
in the subject or group of subjects in which they fail, will be admit- 
ted to a supplementary examination in August, and if successful, will be 
allowed to proceed further. With these two safeguards, a higher per- 
centage for a pass at the supplementary examination is unjustifiable. 

(4) The minimum attendance at lectures will he 855S, both at 
lectures and at the practicals, including sessional work. 

(5) Examination in written papers and practicals (including 
sessionals) in each subject will be conducted by a Board of two 
examiners, one internal and the other external, as in the Faculty of 
Medicine. 


In the opinion of the. experts the number of external practical 
examiners, who would be required to go to the college for conducting 
the examinations, could be easily limited to. seven tor all the four 
examinations taken together, by grouping the practicals as under:

This grouping could be considerably modified, butthe total number 
of external practical examiners need not exceed seven in any case. 

(5) A new feature is the provision in each examination of marks 
for general fitness, which will be awarded by the Principal of the 
college, (generally in consultation with the teachers). The marks 
reserved for general fitness are 2C0 out of 1800 tor each of the first 
and the second year s examination, and 200 out of 1500 for each 
of the third and fourth year's examination. This provision does not 
exist in any other University at present, but was considered highly 
necessary by the experts. 

(7) Another new feature of the scheme is the carrying over of a 
certain percentage of the marks of the first three years’ examinations 
to the. fourth year’s examination for purposes of the award of the 
degree. There will be no division at the first three years’ examinations, 
and candidates will be declared to have passed, if they secure 
30 % in each paper, 40% in the aggregate or each group of written 
papers, 60% in each practical _ and 50% in the grand total. The 
same scale will hold good tar the fourth year’s examination. 
But for a division or distinction at the final examination. --0 
percent, of the marks of the first year's examination, 35% of the 
marks of the second year’s examination and 50% of the marks for 
the third year’s examination will be carried over and added to the 
marks of the fourth sear’s examination, and then if a candidate obtains 
80% of the grand total (which works out at 3240 marks), he will be 
awarded a B.Sc (Engg.) degree with Honours, if he obtains 65% of 
the grand total, a first class B.Sc. (Engg.) degree, and if 50%, a second 
class degree. There will be no third class. 

The standard aimed at is very- high indeed, but the experts insisted 
that it was very necessary for maintaining the efficiency of the examina- 
tions and the dignity of the profession. 

■ (8) Ho concession at any of the examinations is contemplated 
except that— 

(a) if a candidate satisfies all other conditions, but obtains less 
than 60% marks in onesubject only at the practical,, he may be allowed 
to pass if he obtains at least 50% m that practical and at least 65% in 
all the practical taken together; 

and (6) if a candidate fails at the fourth year’s examination, he may 
beallowed to proceed with the fifth year’s practical course and also 
take the fourth year’s examination at the end of the fifth year, as an 
ex-stndent, without attending a regular course of study at the college. 
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There will be no other categories ex-students, and a student failing 
at any of the examinations will have to repeat the whole course for a 
year in the college. 

(9) In the two allied branches of Mechanical and Electrical Engi- 
neering, the courses of study are identical for the first txoo years; 
specialisation, begins with the third year, but there again about S5*jb of 
the course is common to both, and m the fourth year only the courses 
are almost entirely different in the two brandies. A provision has 
therefore, been made tl at a B. Sc (Engg.) in Mechanical Engineering 
would be able to take the degree of B.Sc. (Engg ) in Electrical Engine- 
ering, and vice-versa only after a year's regular course of study m the 
fourth year class of a college and after successfully taking the B.~c. 
(Fngg.) Final Part II Examination at the end of the year in the parti- 
cular branch of Electrical or ilechanical Engineering, as the case 
may be An additional one year's course of practical or research work 
will not be insisted upon in such cases. This arrangement will not, 
however, be feasible in other branches of the Engineering course. 

" (10) In view of the fact that sometimes two different subjects; 
e.g. Physics and Chemistry are grouped together in the scheme of 
examinations, the experts were strongly of opinion that the question 
papers must be moderated. 


They, however, suggested that a Board consisting of 3 internal and 
2 external modciators as under should be quite enough to moderate 
the question papers jointly for all the four* examinations in the- Faculty' 
of Engineering: — 

(f-ffi) 3 internal moderators— One Principal, one head of the 
department ol Mechanical Engineering, and one head of 
the department of Electrical Engineering in an affiliated 
college of the University. 

(izi-v) 2 external Moderators.— One qualified Mechanical 
Engineer and one qualified Electrical Engineer 

■ No ■ provision tor the moderation of question papers exists 
in the statutes and regulations ot the University and consequently 
no amendments to any of the existing rules could have been suggested; 
moreover, the University has given up the system of the moderation of 
question papers for some years in the past But the experts were un- 
animously of opinion that moderation of question papers for the 
examinations in the Faculty of Engineering is very essential and so 
it is necessary to invite the pointed attention of the Executive Council 
to this recommendation. 

(11) The syllabuses in the various subjects, (which form mi 
appendix to this report and are being submitted to the Executive 
Council),are tentative and are merely intended to form the basis of the 
courses of study, which will be framed in due course by the new Board 
of studies in Engineering when it is constituted. ,

liability over the new Faculty of Engineering. Bro 
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tions are bound to be costly by their very nature find examiners have 
to be paid comparatively higher fees with a view to maintaining proper 
standards. The redeeming feature of the situation, however, is that 
there will be two colleges, instead of one, and with the larger number 
of students and consequently the larger amount of examination fees 
the Faculty will pay off its expenses, and will be in a way, self-support- 
ing. The two colleges at Dayalbagh and Pilani should each be able to 
admit 50 students in the first year class and allowing for a margin of 
10 per cent, or so on account of failures at the examinations, it can be 
safely assumed that the strength of the second, third and the fourth 
year classes in each of the two colleges will be 45, 40 and 35 respectively. 
As the colleges develop, the numbers are bonnd to increase, but there 
seems to be hardly any Justification for basing the financial estimates 
on less than these numbers. Following this basis, the probable annual 
income and expenditure of the University on accouut of the new under- 
taking will be as given below. The ra’cs of examination fees and re- 
muneration to examiners, details of which will br found on pages 12 and 
i. 14 of this report have been suggested alter taking into consideration the 
rates operating in other places and the special circumstances of this 
University.

K. E. I. building at the disposal of the proposed Engineering College. 
At present they have classes IX, X, XI and XII in this building with 
the necessary Physics and Chemistry laboratories and also a museum, 
they propose to shift the High School classes IX and X 
to their present middle school building from July, ls46, and as soon as 
war conditions permit, put up a new building for the use of. the Inter- 
mediate classes. For the time being, however, the intermediate classes 
and the new college classes will remain in the same building. 


For workshop training, the college will make full use of thp various 
workshops in Dayalbagh. 


IS. The R. E. I. building has three blocks In the Central block there 
is a very big hall, 104* » 40' running the whole length and the breadth of 
the block with wide verandahs on all the four sides ; there are 2 corner 
rooms, 16' > 16' each, and 4 corner rooms, 16'* 8' each. The two blocks 
oil each side are double-storeyed and contain a series of rooms, num- 
bering 18 in all ; 12 of these rooms are 221' + 22j' each, 4 rooms are 
30' > 22V each, and 2 rooms are45'>22J' each. The rooms open in a 
wide, running verandah in front and the three blocks are connected 
with one another by means of galleries both on the ground floor and 
the top floor. The size of the rooms being uniform, 2 single rooms can 
be easily converted into a double-room, if necessary, by removing the 
Partition wall. The design and workmanship is most artistic and the 
building besides being spacious and commodious, looks very grand and 
imposing. - -*

the degree classes will require only about 4 or 5 
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can easily fae spared. Two of the double rooms (now used for the Physics 
and Chemistry laboratories) of the college, will do admirably for the 
Physics and Chemistry laboratories, of the degree classes also. There 
are 22 seats fitted in each room at present, but there is sufficient 
space left over for the addition of i more seats to each of the 
two laboratories. In addition, the central block which will be entirely 
at the disposal of the new degree college, can be put to very good 
use by the college. 

The workshops are situated at a little distance, but not very far 
from the R. E I. building and could be utilised for the practical train- 
ing of the college students, after making some minor additions and 
alterations here and there, the details of which could be suggested by 
the panel of Inspectors in January, 1946, at the time of the inspection 
of the college for affiliation. 

16. Therefore, from the point of view of accommodation, the 
Committee thinks that the college could be permitted to admit upto 
SO students in the First Year Engineering class in July, 1946, provided 
for purposes of laboratory work and workshop training, the class is 
divided into two or more batches of not more than 25 students each, 
and Provided further that the necessary additions and alterations, to 
be suggested by the Inspectors in January, 1946, are carried out before 
the classes start. 


This arrangement with the existing buildings, laboratories and 
workshops should do for the first three years; but within a period of 
three years from the starting of the First Year Engineering class, the 
authorities should be asked to provide for, as near the R E. I. buil- 
ding as possibles—

Lecturers will have most of the practical work, while the professors 
will be doing mostly senior lecture work; itt addition to departmental 
supervision and other work, assistant professors may be given more 
than half the lecture work. 

(4) During the 1st year, 1946-47, it may be desirable to divide the 
class of 50 students into three sections for practical work, as the com- 
plete laboratory apparatus is not likely to be soon available. Similarly. 
Previous Part II class in 194748, may also be divided into three . 
sections. It is expected that all the laboratory requirements will be' 
completed for the 3rd year's working, and then each of these two classes 
may be divided into 2 sections only for practical work. 

(5) The number of hours, which should ordinarily be devoted per 
week for instruction in each branch of study is shown below, 
and it is on this basis thatthe staff, under para (1) above has been 
recommended. The estimate is rather conservative and it may be 
necessary to add to the strength of the staff- to-a certain extent when 
the time-table is actually drawn up, 

“ In the opinion of Principal Sen-gupta it is very necessary to 
appoint all the heads of the department during the first year, so that 
they might take up the work of planning from the very beginning and 
develop the courses progressively. He also thinks that some more 
staff will be required, Mr. Matthewman suggests getting the senior 
men early and recruiting a number of likely young graduates on a 
temporary basis for training from as many sources as possible. This 
would in his opinion ensure in the end a strong, able staff with a wide 
knowledge of Engineering matter,”

affiliating University and therefore very different from other Provincial 
Universities which are residential and have a jurisdiction of an area 
of five miles. This University covers a tract of 12C0 miles from cast 
to west and of 750 miles from nortfc to south, catering for the whole- 
o£ U. P. ? (excepting the city areas of Lucknow, Allahabad, Benares 
and Aligarh). Besides several colleges affiliated to this University are 
situated in Rajputana, Central India and Gwalior. In all there arc

' ' -Vice-Chancellor: Members of the Senate, we meet . 
here to-day as a new • Senate elected for a term of three 
years. It is, therefore, iriy happy privilege as Vice- 
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Chancellor to welcome you, my colleagues on the Senate, 
and to extend to you a very warm welcome on behalf not 
•only of myself but of the entire University staff. In this 
connection I am sure you agree with me that we should 
extend a special welcome to Dr, Basu whom I see here 
today, former Vice-Chancellor of this University and 
, my immediate predecessor in office. I am sure that we 
.w'elcomehis return after some years' absence to his old 
University and we are confident that the work of the 
University will benefit by his advice, help and co-operation. 
Some of you, I trust, have read my observations — I do not 
know why they are called observations, but I am not respon- 
§ible for the term — I took the liberty of making them a 
little longer than what they generally are. The reason 
is that I wanted to place before you, gentlemen of the 
• Senate, our immediate problems and various hopes as 
well as difficulties which we have in this University. 
.If you have not read them and even if some of you have 
read them perhaps you might be tempted to read them 
after the Senate or during some of the speeches which 
may not very much interest you (Laughter). I, therefore, 
do not want to repeat all that I have said there. 

■ But, friends, there is one problem which I particu- 
larly wish to submit to you to-day, I started by 
welcoming you; hut my welcome really implied that I 
hope and pray that the term of this Senate may be 
of real use to this University not only in its routine day- 
to-day work but in tackling some of the important 
problems which face a University like that of Agra which 
is still an infant as judged by the ages of other Univer- 
sities and which has, in a sense, not yet passed through 
its teething troubles. You will agree with me, gentlemen, 
that an affiliating university suffers under serious 
handicaps and drawbacks as compared to teaching univer- 
sities which are located in' important centres and where 
both university students and the teachers of the university 
can look upon that university as their Alma Mater and 
give to it their first loyalty. A university like ours has not 
that advantage. But I feel that a university like that of 
Agra suffers under various handicaps which some of you 
belonging to a teaching university have not had to face. All 
or you are familiar with the short history of this Univer- 
sity which was only founded in 1927. It was founded by 
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the U. P. Government as a measure of necessity; because 
it was necessary for them to have an affiliating university 
in the U. P. Therefore, in a certain sense, it is the U. P. 
;Government who are the parents of this University. But 
unfortunately after they founded the University, they 
somehow or other expected that the University could live 
or it was assumed that the University should function, 
on its examination fees and a mere pittance of Government 
grant. The grant even after so many years of .its exis- 
tence to-day amounts to Rs. 40,000 a year which would be 
less than what would be necessary to keep up even a very 
small college. So that in the very first instance those 
who created this University abandoned it as an unhappy 
orphan. Then secondly, this University does not make like 
the Universities of Benares or Aligarh the same appeal to 
any large section of the community as they do. I do not 
think it is right, but the fact still remains that whereas a 
university, which appeals to a large religious community, 
can have their support and sympathy the Agra 
University has no such support to fall back upon. 
Then again whereas a university like that of Allahabad 
and Lucknow, situated in a large city and associated parti- 
cularly with that city also obtains support from the people 
of that city, the Agra University does not have similar 
advantage. Take the University of Lucknow, The 
University was richly endowed by the Taluqdars. We 
here had none of those advantages. And the result, 
therefore, gentlemen has been that we to-day lack the very 
•essentials which to my mind make a university. 

Ever since I have been Vice-Chancellor, I have been 
distressed over various pressing problems but so far I have 
not been able to find any real solution. The first question, 
I would ask you is,- can there be a university without, 
university professors and we have no university pro- 
fessors, except teachers in .our affiliated colleges. There 
is no chair so far established in this university. The. 
second great handicap is, can there be any real university 
-without a library or a research department. We have 
neither. That is another handicap. We have no library 
worth the name, we have just a nucleus but unfortunately 
we have not been able to do better. Besides the books 
in this hall there are some books in other rooms. But 
after all they. don’t make a University library. I cannot 
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conceive of any living university without a proper library 
and without a proper research department. Senates come 
and Senates go, they stay for three years and in three 
years a good deal of woric can be done. I do not wish to 
be critical, gentlemen, but I do feel this all the same 
that in the case of our Senates and in the case most of us, 
myself not excluded, our attention has been entirely given 
to the day to day working of the University, to the 
routine, to elections and to all kinds of things which are of 
a'very transitory nature. I would appeal to you today, 
gentlemen, to bring during your term of office a proper out- 
look, an outlook that befits the fair name of a university, 
and that in some way you may help in bringing about a real 
esprit-de-corps in the University and through its consti- 
tuent colleges improve the entire outlook of this Univers- 
ity so that in some sense or other it may be regarded 
as the real Alma Mater of its students. We should not 
pay so much attention- to transitory and passing things 
like elections to various bodies of the University, or 
content ourselves by making a change here. We should 
strive towards making this University a real University 
of Agra. : . 

I began by saying that this University has many 
serious handicaps/ Another serious handicap will 
immediately present itself to you. Whereas in a teaching 
university, the student and the teacher look to the Uni- 
versity as Alma Mater, here the University of Agra is 
only looked upon as a grandmother and not mother, 
because in its case the first loyalty of a student and 
teacher, even of Boards of Managements and Principals, is 
to their college as the University is far away. _ It only 
‘comes in when it gives some trouble for- raising of 
.salaries of teachers or points out irregularities or asks 
for a certain thing to he done and, therefore, it is looked 
jpon much more as a hostile supervising grandmother 
/than as a real Alma Mater. That cannot be entirely 
.helped and yet that is where I would, ask your assistance 
.to bring about anjraprovement.. 

I began by saying that Government 'has not given us 
the help which it should 1 hata' given.' f make no secret 
of .it, .You will.see.it in . my ^observations. ' You will 
uve. read whatl said'af the 'time of the foundation-stone 
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laying ceremony of our University library by His Excel- 
lency the Chancellor. I have also said that we have not 
received the , support of Taluqdars or other wealthy and 
charitable benefactors. Yet whatever this University may 
be, it still is and ought to be the University of the United 
Provinces. I think it ought not to be called the University 
of Agra, but its proper name should be the University of tlie 
United Provinces, I don’t mean to exclude the States. 
They are now with us but will probably have a university 
°f their own before long. Now the United Provinces, 
comprising as they do the fertile plains of the Ganges and 
representing as they do centuries of learning, scholarship 
- and also charity- — should we really be so helpless that we 
cannot among our people find donors and benefactors, who 
would, enrich this University and provide the main 
facilities which make' an institution like Agra University 
a real University. The U. P. with its traditions of 
enar'es, Allahabad . and other holy places are full of 
charitable organisations; ' It may be that many of those 

endowments have gone to temples or, to religious founda- 

ng. But after all a university is also a temple in so far 
as it is a temple of knowledge. I feel that it is here that 
your help is necessary. I remember that His 'Excellency 
while replying to my address and to my appeal'for 24 lakhs 
of .rupees for. the University library said that it would

I am sure you have a great deal of influence; because those 
, here to-day not only represent the U. P. but also sister 
Governments in the Indian States and you should be able 
to secure some • support at least towards this one project 
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which we Itave now started, namely, the building of a 
University library. After all there is that well-known 
saying, God helps those who help themselves— and if we 
begin to help ourselves not only God but I think even 
half-hearted Governments would come to our rescue. 

There is just one last word which I wish to say in 
this connection. , In some quarters an apprehension is 
expressed that if we have a library it will only be for the 
exclusive use of the colleges in Agra and there Is some 
sort of feeling, that whatever results in good to the 
colleges at Agra would, in some way, result in the detri- 
ment of the constituent colleges or deprive them of their 
due share of benefit rendered by University libraries. I 
would invite \our attention to what I said on this subject 
in my address on the occasion of the foundation-laying 
ceremony of the library of which copies can be bad-tbat 
we in no way intend to do anything for the exclusive use 
of students in Agra alone. In every way affiliated colleges 
will share in the loan of books. Research departments 
when founded would be open to them and I would 
refer you to the example of affiliating universities' like 
Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, which started probably 
under the same handicaps and as mere creations of 
provincial Government. Who would now say that the 
University of Calcutta is not one of the best endowed 
universities in this country and who would deny that 
though it has many colleges all over the province there, 
its benefits are confined to Calcutta alone, merely because a 
certain University department or University professor 
lives in Calcutta and the University or the research de- 
partment is located in Calcutta, or that a muffassil college 
is deprived of its benefit. I pointed out this example to 
you so that this wrong impression and the main ground 
of apprehension in some quarters may be removed. I do 
not wish to detain you any longer. I tliank you for 
giving me a patient hearing and I do hope that in these 
three years while you are in office, the broader needs and 
developments of the University may in your minds take 
precedence over day-to-day routine of the University and 
its colleges. (Applause). 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad : On behalf of the Senate and 
especially the new members who have entered on their 
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duties to-day I wish to thank you most heartily for the 
Kina sentiments to which you have given expression this 
noon, you have placed before us a great ideal apd 1 hope 
nat members of the Senate will fully co-operate with 
you in fulfilling the ideal that we all cherish. You have 
now been at the helm of this University for five years

16. The Senate considered, under Section 32 of the 
Act, the Annual Report of the University for the year 
1944-45, prepared under the direction of the Executive 
Council. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad ; I beg to move that the report be 
adopted and in doing so, I will make a few observations. 
You will kindly open page 10. There is the report of the 
Faculty of Science. I think this is slightly different from 
the report of the Faculty of Arts. We expect in a document 
of this kind the Faculty to say or the University.to say 
what work has been done in this Faculty, what researches 
have bee^t pursued, how many candidates have offered 
themselves for the Ph. D. or D. Sc. degree and things of 
that kind. This is a report which relates only to certain 
routine business that was transacted at the meetings of 
the Faculty. I should like, therefore, in future that the 
report of the Faculty should be such as will give us an 
idea of the research that is pursued in the University or 
the scholastic work that is done in the University. 
Merely to say 'that certain resolutions were passed by the 
Faculty of Science does not carry us very far and in a 
report like this, the Faculties should state what progress 
has been made in the various branches of study which 
are comprised in them. 
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On page 12 there is something about the Faculty of 
Medicine. There is Major-General Buckley’s report. 
This shows a somewhat unsatisfactory state of affairs. 
Government embarked upon this experiment with open 
eyes. They established a Medical College at Agra and 
this College, I gather from General Buckley’s remarks, 
is not in a satisfactory state and it has not come up to 
the same standard which he would desire it to attain. 
Efforts should' be made by the Executive Council or the 
authorities of the University to see that hostel accommo- 
dation is provided at an early- date and that the blemishes 
and the defects which Major General has pointed out 
should be removed at an early date. The matter has been 
represented to Government and it is a very important 
matter to equip the buildings, so as to make them quite 
suitable ,for the purposes of the College. The seniors’’ 
work is excellent, but there is not sufficient staff. I hope 
youwxU take steps to press upon the local Government 
the desirability of strengthening this College both in the 
matter of equipment and staff. Upon this College 
depends the efficiency of medical education of the Univers- 
ity and if its graduates are to have any value, you must 
give them first class teaching, and train them with first 
c ass equipment so far as conditions permit. 


I now turn to page 28 of this report. Here it is 
with very great satisfaction that I have found that you 
have made a special- allotment of Rs. 10,000/- for the 
library. The Senate, I am sure, is very grateful to you 
tor the generous assistance you have given to the library. 
Rut there is a little trouble. The Library Reserve Fund 
St , a S ds Rs - 40,676/- at page 28. At page 29 it stands- 
at 5 s ’ r 40 - 07S /-.

Dr. Isluvari Prasad: On page 30 there is- a little 
matter that gives me trouble. The number of colleges is 
muit,plyi ng in the .University. . Formerly there were only 
an d -now there are 28 and the larger public outside 
the -University wants to know something about the work 
of these colleges. There is a large number of pages- 
containing the reports which the various colleges submit. 
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Some reports are good. For instance, the report o£ the 
Agricultural College, Cawnpore, is a full report that gives 
you an idea of the work of ' the Agricultural College. 
There are certain other colleges which have given us. very 
good reports; the most laconic report, however, is that 
of the Agra College. As an old boy, I am a little dis- 
appointed to read this report, which gives no idea of the 
work that is being done in that great institution. About 
the library the college report says : “During the year under 
report a sum of Rs. 3,000 was allotted to the College 
Library as before.” That does not give you any idea of 
what the library of the Agra College is like, the Sl John’s 
College Report gives us much better information. We 
do not know how many boys stood in the 1st division. 
That alone is not the criterion by which the work of a 
College is to be judged. I invite the attention of the 
Principal to this matter. I would like him to tell us what 
the percentage of results has been in his College; how 
many students have appeared in the various examinations 
and how the results compare with the results of other 
Colleges. There is another defect front which this report 
suffers, Brevity is the soul of wit, but too much brevity 
is pot desirable. There are very brief remarks about 
hostels, the College Union and the Students’ activities and 
there is nothing about social service. The Agra College 
shows a conspicuous lack of these extra-mural activities 
of which we find a good deal in the sister College. 

I am proud of this College but I should like the 
Principal to be more active in this respect. If he has 
intentionally withheld this information, I hope he would 
be good enough next year to tell us what work is being 
done in the Agra College. . • ; 

At page 95 I have looked Into the results of the 
various University examinations. There is one matter in 
which members of the Senate will be interested. At page 
94, you find M.Sc. previous results in Mathematics. The 
percentage is 44. In other subjects the results are very 
good....7l, 95, 100, 87 etc. I do not know whether you 
were good enough to draw the , attention of the Results 
Committee to the disparity in these results. ” The LL, B. 
result is still more disappointing. I should like the Faculty' 
tq' explam how this r discrepancy in the results of the 
various papers arose.*.-' ‘In the LL.B. Previous the percen- 
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tage of passes is 57 only. It does not look nice that the 
xesults of the LL.B. previous should only be 57 while 
-in the other papers of the Final ihay are 86. In M.A. 
and B-Coni. the results are very good. I do not know 
what view die Results Committee takes of these results. 
It will be for you to take action in regard to this matter. 
That is all that I have to say. I have drawn your atten- 
tion to these matters in the hope that you, as Vice-Chan- 
cellor of this University and as the custodian of the 
standards-of this University as well as the custodian of 
the welfare of the students, will look into these matters. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta: Mr. Vice-Chancellor, with your 
permission I should like to move the following amend- 
ment to the motion that has been put forward by my 
learned friend, Dr. Ishwari Prasad. 

Dr’. Ishwari Prasad: 1 have put forward no motion. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta : He has moved that the report be 
adopted and I am talking of an amendment to that 
motion: Resolved that in adopting the .Annual Report, 
the Senate endorses the remarks of the Vice-Chancellor, 
regarding the urgent need for the opening of new degree 
colleges in the U.P. and respectfully requests His Excel- 
lency the Chancellor and the Government of U. P. to 
grant necessary facilities to enable institutions recommen- 
ded by this University to be raised to degree status. 


Sir, I am rather surprised that in spite of the vigi- 
lant study that my friend, Dr. Ishwari Prasad has made 
of the Annual Report and the report of its constituent 
colleges he should have missed one point of cardinal 
importance to the future growth and progress of _ this 
University. He has talked of the fact that affiliated, 
colleges have multiplied from 14 to 28. I wish to point 
out that this multiplication is largely due to the increase 
in the number of colleges in the region of Rajputana and 
Central India. I, sir, am very glad that education is 
spreading in those parts. But 1 am sorry that during the 
period that this University has been in existence, the dem- 
ands for higher education in the British portion o ie 
jurisdiction of this University have far excee^ e ie pr - 
vision made for meeting that demand. During * 

20 years or so that this University has een in i e. ^ 

the number of colleges, leaving out the Medical College 
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or the Government Agricultural College at Cawnpore, has 
not increased by more than one or two. That I regard^ 
as a very unsatisfactory feature. I cannot do’ better than’ 
to invite the attention of this Senate to the very pertinent 
remarks made by the Vice-Chancellor in his annual 
observations, He says : 

I am convinced that the number of degree colleges 
in the U.P. is hopelessly inadequate for the needs 
of its people. I am informed that the neighbouring 
University of the Punjab, with an area no larger 
than ours and a much smaller population, has in the 
neighbourhood of 70 degree colleges and that most 
District Plead Quarters can boast of a degree 
college. We have only 28 colleges including pro- 
fessional colleges affiliated to this University. The 
majority of them are maintained by the States. 

I am fully conscious that standards of affiliation 
must be maintained at a very high level, but at the 
same time I am more than convinced that it is 
grievously wrong to sacrifice efficiency and discip- 
line by letting existing colleges admit students in 
such enormous and unmanageable numbers. It is 
equally wrong to refuse admission to students who 
desire University education and have proved them- 
selves suitable. The U. P. needs and must have 
more colleges, specially professional and Technical. 
Government cannot escape their responsibility by 
merely refusing affiliation to colleges on the ground 
of the inadequacy of their funds or buildings. It 
is for Government to either assist managements, 
many of whom are straining every nerve to meet 
their part of the obligation, or to open new colleges 
of their own. 

The case of the University cannot be put in better 
language than that used by Vice-Chancellor. I may point 
out to the Senate that numbers in some of the 'colleges at 
present affiliated to the Agra University have grown 
to almost unmanageable proportions. For instance, the 
Meerut college, if I mistake not, has over 2,000 students 
on its rolls. I believe the D.A.V. College, Cawnpore, has 
numbers not much less. 1 further submit that, in spite 
,of these large and growing numbers, year after year hun- 
dreds of students are being refused admission into these , 
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colleges. That, sir, I submit, is not a very satisfactory 
state of affairs. This University exists to provide for the 
increasing demand of the people of these provinces for v 
Higher education and that demand cannot be satisfactorily 
met unless there are more colleges affiliated to the Univers- 
ity. (Dr. Ishwari Prasad: (Hear, hear). we have no 
complaint against the authorities of this University. We 
know that the authorities of this University have consist- 
ently with considerations of efficiency and discipline, done 
what they could to make better provision for higher edu- 
cation. But I think it is time that this Senate should res- 
pectfully invite the attention of His Excellency the Chan- 
cellor and the Government of U. P. so that they may 
lend a helping hand to the institutions, properly examined 
and inspected by the Agra University and found fit for 
affiliation, in order to enable them to be admitted to the 
privileges of affiliation. 

Dr. B. R. Chatterji. I second the motion. With the 
tremendous increase in the number of students, the 
University should approach the Government to give every 
facility for the affiliation of new colleges. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta’s amendment was agreed to. 

Mr. M. R. V. Krishna Rao: I would add a few 
remarks to those that have been made by Dr. Ishwari 
Prasad on this Report. 

Dr. L.P. Mathur: What is the motion before the House? 

Vice-Chancellor: The motion is that the considera- 
tion of the Annual Report be taken up. The actual reso- 
lution so far has not been passed. On what subject are 
you speaking ? 

Mr. M.R.V. Krishna Rao: I feel that an important 
body like this, the supreme governing body, should not 
make sweeping remark particularly with reference to the 
results. It is quite possible that the results are low in the 
case of mathematics students due to the idiosyncrasies of 
the examiners, but with reference to the law result, it is 
quite possible that the material that was offered at the 
examinations was not up to the standard. I understand 
that most of the students here are only part-time students 
and not whole-time students. It is quite possible, not 
having a lot of time at their disposal to attend to ieir 
regular work, they may not have been able to put forward 
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their best and, therefore, it is not very wise to say that 
there has been a wholesale massacre. As you yourself 
remarked, sir, the standards of this University should not 
be lowered on any account- We must leave it to the Dean 
of the Faculty and the Boards of Studies to determine 
what exactly should be the percentages, unless we want 
to produce utility graduates, as the textile mills are pro- 
ducing utility cloth. This body should not associate 
itself with the remarks that there has been a wholesale 
massacre in ‘the Law Previous examination. 

The motion of Dr. Ishwari Prasad that the report 
be adopted was then passed subject to Mr. P.D. Gupta’s 
amendment. 

17. Under Section 33 (1) of the Act, the Senate 
considered the Budget Estimates of the University for the 
year 1946-47, as framed by the Executive Council. 

Mr. C. Mahajan moved that the Budget Estimates be 
passed. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad: I support Mr. Mahajan’s pro- 
posal- There is one observation that I want to make. 
On page 54 of the minutes of the meeting of the Execu- 
tive Council for 1945-46 of August 21, there is item 
No. 53. There is a provision for the University library. 
I am very glad to find that a provision has been made 
for purchasing new books to the tune of Rs. 10,000. It is 
a very generous act of the Executive Council. But from 
the accounts of the first three months I find that only 
Rs. 35/ have been spent I do not know how the Lib- 
rary committee manage to get books, but this is a very low 
figure for three months. Efforts should be made to 
obtain hooks from Europe or other parts of the world so 
as to enrich the library. Having made this generous 
provision for the library there is another question which 
you yourself suggest in the observations that you are 
pleased to make about the use of the library. The library 
will be located at Agra. I hope that the Library commi- 
ttee and the Executive Council will devise some means 
whereby books of this library will be utilised by the vari- 
ous colleges that are comprised in this University. 

Then I pass on to item No. 40. — Remuneration to 
Inter-College Lecturers including T. A. in 1942. The 
amount of Rs. 75 was spent under this head and since 
then I think nothing has been spent by the University. 
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How was it that nothing was spent under this head ? 
If that was due to war conditions or special circumstan- 
ces that have existed, I should like to draw the attention 
of the Executive Council to this matter. We had in this 
University some time ago the system of Extension Lectu- 
res. Due to the exigencies of the war and other circums- 
tances that practice was abandoned. It is time that the 
Executive Council made an effort to revive those lectures; 
lectures by experts in the various branches of learning 
will be of great advantage to the colleges and I hope, yon 
will be good enough to press upon the Executive Council 
the necessity of doing something in order to revive that 
system which was founded in the time of your illustrious 
predecessor and it was found very useful to the colleges 
that are comprised in this University. 

Then there is item No. 57 — the Convocation charges 
including T.A. to members and the expenditure on sitting 
accommodation for candidates. This year you have had to, 
make provision for Rs. 3,000. Figures in the past show 
that the amount is rising. Probably this provision is due 
to war conditions, as thg Registrar points out in the bud- 
get. But this is a matter which I should like the Senate 
to consider carefully. Year after year we have to spend 
a good deal. Is it not time that the Executive Council 
did something to make permanent arrangements for 
seating the students; because every year the University has 
to spend Rs. 2,000 to Rs. 2,500? During the last eighteen 
years that the University has been in existence, you must 
have spent about Rs. 50,000 under this head. Could we 
not do something in order to find a permanent habitation 
for our students who assemble for the purpose of convo- 
cation in the month of November? 

Vice-Chancellor: There is only one point to which 
I would like to draw the attention of Dr. Ishwari Prasad. 

If he would kindly look at page 3 of Section I of this 
Report, he will find how it is intended to benefit colleges 
outside Agra by the library which we hope to build up 
soon at Agra. As regards the question of a permanent 
Convocation Hall, I hope that he would use his influence 
and persuade charitable donors to build us a hall. (Hear, 
hear). 

Rai Bahadur Dr. K.C, Mehta: Why not give the money 
himself? (Laughter). 
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Dr. Jsbwari Prasad: when the time comes. (Renewed 
Laughter). 

The Budget Estimates were then passed.

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Dr. P. Basu : In connection with item No. XI on page 10 
of the agenda I wish to say a word. It says "(c) No- 
member of the Executive Council or of a Board of Studies 
shall be admitted to an examination of the University if 
he tabes part at the meeting of the Executive Council or 
the Board in the matter of the appointment of examiners 
for the particular examination at which he is going to 
appear." I am in full sympathy with the spirit of this 
resolution. My objection to this resolution is that it is 
undignified for the University to allow a thing like this to 
be on the record as a statute. I request the Senate to send 
this proposal back to the Executive Council with the recom- 
mendation that this very salutary principle should be 
established in this University by a convention established 
withont law and not by adopting a statute. I do not know 
the circumstances which have led to it, there must have 
"been cogent reasons on the part of the Executive Council 
of which we are ignorant and I would not like to ask for 
any such facts. But I would request you to do this — this is 
a matter which either by your own authority or by the 
authority of the Executive Council could be enforced in 
the University. I, therefore, suggest that this be sent back 
to the Executive Council for reconsideration. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta seconded. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad : 1 whole heartedly support Dr. 
P. Basu’s suggestion. The Senate will remember that it 
was at the last meeting that a certain member brought 
forward this proposal. I looked into the speeches and 
I found that no case was made out for this resolution. I am 
of the opinion that a law like this will be only disfiguring 
the statute-book of the University. It is a matter that 
should be left to the individual member who is concerned. 
What lies behind the resolution is the least that is expected 
of a man who is appearing at an examination of the 
University. It is expected of him that he will not parti- 
cipate in the discussions, relating to the appointment of 
examiners in that particular subject and for that particular 
examination. We need not legislate in a matter of this 
kind. As Dr. Basu has very wisely pointed out, it is a 
matter which should be regulated by yourself and the 
Executive Council. It should not be in our laws. If we 
provided that a member shall be debarred altogether from 
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attending these meetings, it might have been something. 
To prevent a man by law only from taking part in the 
discussion relating to the appointment of examiners for 
that subject only in which he appears is not a necessary 
thing. Nothing was pointed out to show that the privilege 
had been abused by any member in the past. As I looked 
into the speeches I found that Dr. Mathur opposed the 
motion when it came up before the Senate. No other 
member spoke in support of the proposal and it was sent 
to the Executive Council. I will, therefore, suggest that 
the proposal which has been made by Dr. Basu should be 
adopted by the Senate. 

Vice-Chancellor : It has been proposed and seconded 
that the amendment which appears on page 10 of the 
agenda should be sent back to the Executive Council for 
reconsideration. - ' 

The motion was agreed to. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad: (Item XV) — Under Chapter XXX 
page 10, of the agenda it is proposed: “(c) A Master of 
Acts of any University incorporated by any law for the 
time being in force, who has been working as a teacher 
for at least five years in any college affiliated to the Agra 
Universty’h That is a resolution that has come to us from 
the Executive Council. I do not know what reasons the 
Executive Council had in making this suggestion. It 
relates to the examination for the degree of Doctor of 
Philosophy, Doctor of Letters. We do not want to give 
such a blanlc cheque to our candidates. Our statutes are 
quite clear on the point. We recognise graduates of certain- 
universities. There are many universities in America that 
sell their degrees. You find advertisements in newspapers 
for all kinds of degrees, homeopathic and allopathic deg- 
rees, degrees in law. It would be too wide an assumption 
to accept that a Master of Arts of any University incor- 
porated by an} r law is as good as our graduates. The State 
of Dholpur might establish a /university tomorrow by a 
fiat of the Maharaja Rana Saheb, but we have to see what 
the courses are and what the standards are and then we 
shall recognise its degrees. 

There is another matter to which I wish to invite 
your attention. On page 44 of the Calendar you find that 
the powers of the Executive Council are restricted to some 
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extent in a matter like this. The Executive Council acted 
simply on the initiative of a private individual who was a 
member of the Council. In a matter like this which affects 
the standards of our examinations; the advice of the Aca- 
demic Board must be taken. Whether the Academic Board 
would be prepared to recommend to. the University that 
any graduate of any University recognised by any law 
should be permitted for the degree of Doctor of Philosophy 
is more than I can say. I think the law should remain as 
it is. I see no case for a change. If a change is at all 
desired I shall request you to consult the Academic Board; 
because this is a matter that will affect the standards of 
our examinations. 

Vice-Chancellor: May I draw the hon’ble member’s 
attention to page 241 of the Calendar where the minimum 
requirements for Doctor of Letters are given? This is 
merely copied from the minimum qualifications required 
of a candidate who wishes to supplicate for the degree of 
Doctor of Letters. There is nothing new in it. 

Canon T. D. Sully: Dr. Ishwari Prasad, I think, has 
overlooked the fact that the master of Arts concerned must 
have been working as a teacher for at least five years in an 
affiliated college. Every new appointment is reported to 
the Executive Council and the. academic qualifications are 
very carefully scrutinised. It seems to me that Dr. Ishwari 
Prasad is raising a bogey which really does not exist. He 
will be on the Executive Council and he will have an 
opportunity of scrutinising a member of the staff who 
comes with some M. A. degree from an obscure University 
in Timbuctoo and will see whether he has served for five 
years in an affiliated college. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad : My difficulty is not solved. On 
page 240 of the Calendar — A Master of Arts of at least 
five years’ standing residing within the territorial limits 
of the University. Provision is already made for the appli- 
cant here, a man teaching in a college for five years is 
perfectly entitled under the old law to go for this degree. 

Dr. K. C. Mehta: A Master of Arts or a Master of 
Commerce of at least five years’ standing of a University 
recognised for this ' purpose. We have the Universities 
•definitely specified. 
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Dr. Ishwari Prasad: Will that specification remain? 
It won't remain under the amended law. I want this 
specification to remain. Canon Sully says a graduate from 
Timbuctoo will not be permitted. The law must be quite 
clear under the law as sought to be amended any graduate 
of any University will be eligible for the examination. 

Dr. P. P. Shahani: 1 want to put a question. Will a 
person without the necessary qualification he eligible for 
appointment? I think he will not be. 

Khan Bahadur Syed Baza Husain: I am afraid Dr. 
Ishwari Prasad is misreading the comma for a full stop. 
He does not attach any importance to the latter part. Does 
he imagine that the hypothetical Dholpur University he 
referred to is likely to supply a teacher to one of the 
affiliated colleges of the Agra University, or is anyone 
with a homeopathic degree from an American University 
llkelv to be on the staff of the Agra University and there- 
by earn his candidature to the Doctorate merely on the 
basis of the first part i.c . — 'Master of Arts of any Univer- 
sity.’ Tt is not possible. It is impossible for a man to get 
five years' experience in an affiliated college of the Agra 
University with an American degree. Can a Dholpur M.A. 
or an M.A. with an American homeopathic degree, can 
that imaginary person ever come before the Executive 
Council or, for the matter of that, the Senate and claim to 
get the Doctorate on the basis of that degree? 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad : My difficulty still remains. 
According to this clause a teacher with at least five years 
in any college affiliated to the Agra University is eligible, 
a teacher who has been working for five years and who 
has resided within the territorial limits of the University. 
Dr. Mehta refers to the specification of certain Universities 
in the Calendar. If that specification remains I have no 
objection to raise. I want to know whether this specifica- 
tion of certain Universities will remain on the statute- 
book. 


Vice-Chancellor : It will. ' , 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad: The University will have to ? bc 
approved by the Executive Council. Is that theposi 

Vice-Chancellor : There is nothing in this Sta u 
preclude the retention of that. 
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Dr. Islnvari Prasad : Or will a candidate be automati- 
cally permitted to go in for the Ph. D. Degree? 

Registrar: There are certain Indian Universities which 
do not recognise the degrees of this University, as equiva- 
lent to their own. Formerly, we were helpless in this 
matter. About two or three years ago a statute was passed 
according to which we can now retaliate; if they do not 
recognise our degrees, we can also refuse to recognise 
their degrees. Take for instance the Punjab University. 
They do not recognise our M.Sc.(Ag.) degree and we now 
refuse to recognise their M.Sc. (Ag.) degree. But suppose 
there is a teacher from the Punjab, who is serving in one 
of the affiliated colleges of this University. We do not 
want to penalise him because he comes from the Punjab. 
He is already on the staff of a college and the concession, 
which we allow to our own people, is intended to be allowed 
to that teacher also. He must, however, be a teacher of five 
years’ standing. So even though he may be an M.Sc.(Ag.) 
of the Punjab University, he can supplicate for a Doctor's 
degree of this University. 

Canon T. D. Sully : Will Dr. Ishwari Prasad kindly 
study the existing statute to which you directed his atten- 
tion — No. 25 on page 240. Only last year the Senate added 
a precisely similar statute in the case of Doctor of Letters 
and there was already a statute providing that the candi- 
date should he limited by recognition and residence. The 
two don’t cancel each other out. The statute which we are 
asked to pass today is extending the possible range from 
which we may appoint and in the same way as the statute 
we passed last year in 1944 in the case of Doctor of 
Letters. Why Dr. Ishwari Prasad should be prepared to 
accept it in the case of Doctor of Letters and object to it 
in the case of Doctor of Philosophy I fail to understand. 

The draft statute as proposed by the Executive Council 
.was passed. 

Mr. M. R. V. Krishna Rao : Item XVII, Chapter XXXI — 
Examination of Faculty of Science. I suggest Economics 
be deleted front this list of subjects. Economics does not 
make an academic combination- with any "Other subject 
contained here. 

.Vice-Chancellor : Either , delete the whole thing, or 
send it back. You can either reject the statute as proposed 
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or return die whole statute to the Executive Council for 
reconsideration, but you cannot- make any changes here. 

t 

Mr. M. R. V. Krishna Rao: It can be sent back to the 
Executive Council with a suggestion that a definite com- 
bination of subjects should be made in consultation with 
the Academic Board or the Faculty of Science, instead of 
merely saying that any three subjects should be taken and 
the candidate should pass in these three. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad: I support Mr. Krishna Rao’s 
proposals. 

Vice-Chancellor: Will you give your proposal in 
writing? 

Mr. M. R. V. Krishna Rao : Economics, Mathematics 
and Zoology — I do not know what kind of combination 
these three subjects will make. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad: I understand that the Academic 
Board has sent this proposal to us. Did the Academic Board 
ever consult the Faculty of Science? 

Registrar: Yes. A sub-committee was appointed by the 
Faculty of Science consisting of the conveners of the 
various Boards. The recommendations of this committee 
were sent to the members of the Faculty by post and 
opinions were invited. The majorty of the members agreed 
with the recommendations of the committee. The matter 
went up to the Academic Board, then to the Council and 
now it comes to you. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad : This a matter that- affects our 
courses and the best person to explain the position would 
be the Dean of the Faculty of Science. Why did the Aca- 
demic Board regard the combination of mathematics and 
economics unnecessary' ? I suppose that Dr. Basu who is 
the seniormost economist present here ivili throw some light 
upon this. The more he knows mathematics, the better 
economist a student is. 

Vice-Chancellor : What is the proposal before us on 
which you - are talking? I cannot allow a vague discus- 
sion. I have not had so far any proposal in concrete 
form. Either the proposal should be forthcoming* or 
I shall have to put before this house these amendments. 
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Dr. Ishwari Prasad: You will kindly recognise that 
when a proposal comes from a body of the University, the 
person who presides over that body is the best person who 
can explain it to the Senate. It is the Dean of the faculty 
of Science. 

Registrar: The combination of Mathematics and 
Economics is not disallowed. The combination of Econo- 
mics, Mathematics and Military Science is, however, dis- 
allowed. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad : That makes it still worse, I 
think. (Laughter.) 

Dr. K. C. Mehta: I do not know if the difficulty of 
my friend still remains-. This sub-committee, that the 
Registrar has referred to, met and u r ent into these ques- 
tions thoroughly which arose out of the question of inclu- 
ding Biology into our B. Sc. course. The Dean of the 
Faculty of Science was there. Then the question came up 
before the Academic Board and it was at the suggestion 
of the conveners of the'Boards of Studies in Mathematics 
and Military Science that the combination of these three 
subjects was recommended not to be allowed. The question 
of including Economics with Botany and Zoology was fully 
thrashed out. We had repeated demands from the depart- 
ment of Agriculture to have graduates in science with 
some training in Economics so that Botany, Zoology and 
Mathematics made a combination and many students have 
expressed a desire to take it. The question of having 
Physics, Chemistry and Mathematics as one group, Botany, 
Zoology and Chemistry as another group and the third com- 
bination is Botany, Zoolog}’ and Economics and Military 
science is also there in the combination with the proviso 
that these three subjects alone will not- be allowed. 

Dr. Babu Ram Misra:' v May I know" if the Convener 
ot the Board of Studies. was consulted? 

\ 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad : He U-a member of the Acade- 
mic Board.- - - 

- Vice-Chancellor: He. must have .contributed’ to the 
debate. ; 

Mr. Bhatnagar :• I am sorry I was absent.' 
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Dr. P. Basu : We are criticising this Statute without 
remembering that on the Arts side there is a combination of 
Mathematics and Economics which is allowed. So far as 
I can see, it seems that what the Faculty of Science wanted 
was that nobody -should be allowed to pass out and take his 
B.Sc. degree without taking at least two science subjects in 
which practical work has got to be done in the laboratory. 
That seems to be the only reason why this combination 
of Economics, Mathematics and Military Science has been 
disallowed. So far as that other question whether Econo- 
mics should be allowed in combination with Botany, Zoology 
or, any other subject, having grown older than what I was 
before I can’t exactly quote the committee’s report which 
was discussed in this University about 10 or 15 years ago. 
Either it was the Unemployment Committee presided over 
by Sir Tej Bahadur Sapru or the Agricultural Committee, 
both of which were sent to the University to make our 
science degree more practical. As a result of that this 
question was discussed by the various Boards of Studies, 
the Faculty of Science and the Academic Board as the 
result of which Economics' was introduced as one of the 
B. Sc. subjects. Unless this Senate on the spur of the 
moment is prepared to upset that decision taken so many 
years ago I would request this House not to interfere with 
this resolution so far as Economics is concerned. The 
Executive Council, I feel, in framing this statute and 
sending it to the Senate have given no special considera- 
tion to the question of economics. They have simply split 
up the original four groups and allowed a larger choice of 
combinations to the B. Sc. students with the proviso that 
you cannot take your B. Sc. degree without doing practical 
work. 

Dr. K. C. Mehta : In two subjects. Military Science is 
not a practical work. 

Dr, P. Basu: War 'being over Military Science just at 
present has not a practical side. If the Executive Council 
has merely split up the original combinations and is trying 
now to offer a larger choice of subjects to the B. Sc., I do 
not think it is up to the Senate to smash that proposal and 
disallow such a combination. So far as the combination of 
Economics and Mathematics is concerned, along with _Dr. 
Ishwari Prasad I consider that it is a very good combina- 
tion. That is allowed here and' that is allowed certainly on

the Arts side. Therefore, there is no fear that the Economics 
student who wanted to take Mathematics wiij be disallowed 
to do so. 1 1, therefore, request the House that this draft 
statute may be approved. 

Mr. M. R. V. Krishna Rao: I suggest that item 
No. XVII be sent back to the Executive Council to suggest 
a useful and convenient combination of subjects from the 
list of combinations given in it. I never said that the 
combination of Economics and Mathematics should not be 
allowed. It would be a very good combination. But all that 
I say is, supposing a student wants to take a combination 
of Physics, Chemistry and Economics, which a student did 
want to take in our college and a college is not able to 
provide it, what then is the use of allowing such combina- 
tions? Therefore, I suggest that useful groups may be 
suggested. 

This resolution was not seconded and the Vice-Chan- 
cellor ruled it could not be moved. 

It was proposed and seconded that the amendments 
to the statutes proposed by the Executive Council be 
passed. 

Vice-Chancellor : The question is that all the additions 
and amendments to the statutes proposed by Executive 
Council in item No. 25 be approved excepting No. XI 
which will be referred back to the Executive Council. 

This was agreed to. 

26. With reference to Executive Council Resolution 
No. 85 of October 27, 1945, the Senate considered the 
following recommendations of the Executive Council. 

(1) That the following statute be added as Statute 
3A to the statutes in Chapter XVII on page 136 of the

“3A. In view of the fact that the Government of the United 
Provinces have been making an annual grant towards the 
general expenses of the University, whereas no contribu- 
tion has so far been made by colleges or Governments 
situated outside U. P., each affiliated college outside U. P. 
shall contribute towards the general expenses of the 
University in accordance with the following scale 
(a) A college affiliated for the Bachelor’s degree in the Faculty 
of Arts. or Science or Commerce or Agriculture, per 
Faculty...\ .

((f) A college affiliated for the Bachelor's degree in the Faculty 
of Medicine or the Faculty of Engineering.... 

its. 3,000/- a year. 

The contribution shall be paid in three equal instalments, 
which shall fall due on April 1, August 1 and December 1, 
each year, and shall be paid by the last day of the month 
in which the instalment falls due”. 

(2) That His Excellency the Governor of LT. P. may 
be requested kindly to make the following changes in 
the Agra University Act, 1926, (United Provinces Act 
No. VIII of 1926) with a view to eliminating any dis- 
tinction between the U. P. and non. U. P. colleges: — ■ 

(a) Section 17 (2) (iv ) — Read the existing clause as follows:— 

"(iv) Ten Principals of affiliated colleges elected by the 
Senate, five of whom shall belong to colleges in the 
United Provinces and the remaining five to the colleges 
in Rajputana, Central India and Gwalior". 

(b) Section 17 (2) (»'»») — Read the existing clause as 

follows : — 

(iii) Eight members appointed by the Chancellor of whom two 
shall represent affiliated colleges in Rajputana and two 
shall represent affiliated colleges in Central India and 
Gwalior. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta : I would like to know whether the 
two parts of this statute. Part I and Part II hang together, 
or whether it is possible for one to be accepted and the 
other to be rejected. That is point No. 1. The second point, 
on which I w<?uld like to have information is ‘that in case 
this statute is passed, will the provision regarding the nomi- 
nation of two persons by His Excellency the Chancellor 
on the Executive Council, one to represent Rajputana and 
the other to represent Central India, still remain? I under- 
stand that this provision was made; because the colleges of 
Rajputana and Central India were denied representation 
in the' ordinary course, and if now they are put on the 
same level as the U. P. Colleges in regard to their repre- 
sentation on the Executive Council of the University, and 
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I'See no reason — let me say in parenthesis— why they 
should not be put on the same level, if they agree to make 
their contribution to the funds of the University — then I do 
not see any point in that provision of two persons to 
represent Rajputana and Central India areas on the Exe- 
cutive Council remaining in force. I should like informa-' 
tion on these points. 

Vice-Chancellor: The two points are relevant. If 
there is to be taxation there must be representation. 
I remember that there has always been a great deal of 
dissatisfaction among the Rajputana and Central India 
colleges all they are not on a par with the U. P. in this 
matter. This matter has been under discussion, under 
correspondence between the Chancellor and the University 
authorities for very nearly three years and we have in 
writing an assurance here that His Excellency is conside- 
ring to agree to this. At that time, when the Act was first 
started, the number of principals which he was prepared 
to permit from these areas was four. But much progress 
has been made in Rajputana and Central India and now 
the colleges have so far increased that he will not consent 
to more than four. I am sure when he sees that there are 
as many as four colleges he will revise. He has also agreed 
for the addition of these two more seats and that is 
because there are already six nominations by His Excel- 
lency at present to the Executive Council and at present two 
of these go to Rajputana and Central India and four to 
the U. P. Our idea is to ask him that there should be four 
from U. P. and four from there. We have in writing 
his personal view that he is prepared to do it. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta : I was labouring under the misap- 
prehension. I now see that the four include two already in 
existence now. 

Vice-Chancellor: Yes. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad : I am heartily in favour of more 
representation for the principals of colleges. I have a 
little doubt. Eight members are appointed by the 
Chancellor. If the first is accepted and then the 
Chancellor appoints two more Principals to the Executive 
Council what will be the position ? The Principals from 
Rajputana will be seven on the Executive Council. 
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Registrar: There are no Principals - from Rajputana 
today on the Executive Council. The idea is that there 
should be five men under that category. . - , 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad: But so far who have been 
members of the Executive Council from Rajputana and 
Central India ? 

Registrar : They need not be Principals. 

Vice-Chancellor: There' is no kind of obligation on 
the Chancellor to appoint one. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad: Are we going to make the 
number five. 

Vice-Chancellor: I represented the colleges of Raj- 
putana on the Executive Council'for a number of years, 
but I was not Principal of a college. We cannot bind 
the discretion of the Chancellor. It is open to him 
to appoint Principals and not public men. But obviously 
it seems that, since the representation of Principals is 
amply provided for in another clause that the other 
nominations in the discretion of His Excellency might 
be allotted, to other people. I do not see we can bind 
his discretion, all that we can say is that there should be 
four persons from Rajputana, Central India and Gwalior' 
just as there are four persons from U. P. At present 
there are two. Who those people will' be, we cannot 
specify because this is not specified in the case of U. P. 

Mr. Pande: How much money are we likely to get 
from the colleges in Rajputana ? 

Registrar: About Rs. 32,600. 

Mr: Pande: What is the grant from the U‘. P. 
Government ? 

Registrar: Rs. 40,000. 

Mr. Pande: When this fee is levied, the contri- 
bution from Rajputana colleges will be almost equal to- 
the contribution from Government. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta : At present the Chancellor nomi- 
nates six persons, two to represent colleges in Rajputana 
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and Central India and four at his discretion. These four 
do not represent colleges in the U., P. As a matter of 
fact the persons that the Chancellor nominated may or 
may not have any connection whatsoever with the colleges 
in the U.P. Under this amended Statute the four persons, 
whom the Chancellor will be required to nominate, will 
have definite connection with affiliated colleges in Raj- 
putana and Central India whereas the other four persons 
may or may not have any connection with colleges 
affiliated with the Agra University in U. P., so that if 
this amended Statute goes through , then the colleges 
affiliated to the Agra University in Rajputana and Central 
India will have a greater representation on the Executive 
Council than colleges affiliated to the University in Q. P. 

I should, therefore, suggest - 1 am not making a definite 
motion — that while we should have provision regarding 
10 Principals, this second provision, regarding eight 
members in regard to half of which the discretion of the 
Chancellor is fettered and in regard to the other half the 
discretion of the Chancellor is not fettered, needs modi- 
fication. 

Vice-Chancellor: If the words “affiliated colleges” 
are deleted the objection can be met. 

• Dr. Ishwari Prasad : Cannot we say two non-princi- 
pals appointed by the Chancellor ? 

Vice-Chancellor: It will have to be sent to the Exe- 
cutive Council for reconsideration. Already there has 
been three years’ delay. I see the force in Mr. Gupta’s 
arguments. I think it is inadvisable to put the words 
affiliated colleges, merely because in the old Statute they 
were there, since there was no representation of Principals 
possible. If I may point out, even under that clause 
people who were not Principals of colleges were 
nominated. For instance, myself. I see the force of 
your argument. This matter has been hanging fire for 
three years and we are anxious that it should be accepted 
by the present Chancellor who has gone into it at great 
length. If you insist on. making this amendment it means 
a whole year’s delay. Conditions might very well change 
and the statute might never be accepted. This is purely 
a recommendation and the best thing is to leave the 
statute as it is and merely change this recommendation. 
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• ^ r * Ishwari Prasad: We shall not insist today, 

Mr. P, D. Gupta : I have not the slightest intention 
of delaying matters, * 

. Vice-Chancellor: No. (2) is purely a recommendation. 
It is quite open to this House to change the recommenda- 
tion and I propose that you agree to the statute which 
is contained in No. ( 1 ) and in the recommendation merely 
amend the recommendation which you have full power 
of doing by deleting the words, “affiliated colleges in”. 
You would merely say eight persons appointed by the 
Chancellor two of whom shall represent Rajputana and 
two shall represent Central India and Gwalior. 

Mr. Pande: I would like to move an amendment to 
item 26 clause (1). 

Vice-Chancellor: You cannot amend the statute, 
either accept it or reject it. 

Mr. Pande: I want to state that the University 
receives contributions from the Government, while on the 
other hand, we are asking for contributions from, 
individual colleges and not from States. We should 
approach Governments of States to contribute in propor- 
tion to the number of colleges, existing in their States. 

Vice-Chancellor: Every State has been approached 
already and our whole object is that the contribution shall 
be paid by the State and not by the College and every 
State with the exception of one including your State has 
accepted already. 

Mr. Pande: There- are certain colleges which are 
private colleges and are not owned by the State. 

Vice-Chancellor : That has been made clear by the 
Political department and the State of Jaipur has accepted 
the principle. It is not our intention at all to levy a 
contribution on the college. 

Mr. Pande: It will be very hard on the individual 
colleges if you levy any contribution on them ; for there 
are colleges in Rajputana which don’t receive any grants 
from-the State and if they -were made - to contribute to 
the University that will be an additional burden on the 
finances of the colleges. 
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Vice-Chancellor: Even if such a dire misfortune 
should fall on the colleges so far as you are concerned you 
are quite safe. This matter has been going on for three 
years and every State with the exception of one has already 
agreed to moke a contribution on behalf of the colleges 
within its area. The reason why we are excluding U. P. 
is that the Governor has already given an assurance namely 
that they will make their contribution on behalf of the U.P. 
colleges. The Political department has addressed every 
Stale in which at that time a degree college existed. 

Rev. Taylor: Did you say that States had agreed to 
make contributions for all colleges within their area or 
only those which are their colleges ? 

Vice-Chancellor: Unfortunately that one exception 
refers to your State. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad : Are we to understand that the 
whole Statute will come into operation or only in a 
piecemeal way— not only the representation side of it but 
representation conditioned by contribution. 

Vice-Chancellor: We have made it quite clear 
that the two things should go absolutely together and that 
there should be no representation without contribution. 

The statute proposed under recommendation No. (1) 
was passed and recommendation No. (2) was accepted 
subject to the deletion of the words “affiliated colleges 
in" in the proposed clause (iii) of Section 17 (2) of the 
Act in both the places.

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Note. — The references below are to the pages of the Agra 
University Calendar 1942-43. 

(S) Chapter XXIX-G— Appointment of Examiners. 

Page 214. Read Statute IS as below: — 

“The examinations in written papers and the practical and oral 
and clinical or sessional test, in each subject or group of 
subjects for a_n examination in the Faculties of Medicine 
and Engineering shall be conducted by a Board of two 
examiners, one of whom shall be an external examiner 
and the other an internal examiner.” 

Dr. P. Basu : I presume that all these statutes were 
drafted with the help of persons who are connected with 
some engineering college. 

Registrar : There were three engineers on the committee. 

Dr. P. Basu : What I feel is on page 14 of the agenda 
at the end of every year there is an examination. This 
seems to me against the spirit of the age. Everywhere we 
are trying to reduce the number of examinations that a 
student has got to take in the course of his academic 
career. We are having a four or five years' course in 
which there is a University examination at the end of 
every year. For the first time in the University we are 
having an age limit 17 to 21. This question of age 
limit, sir, had on frequent occasions come up before 
academic bodies in India during the last 50 or 60 years. 
On several occasions several universities of India fixed 
age limit for the Matriculation. They have remitted the 
age limit on subsequent experience. I do not suppose 
there is any single university in India which has not found 
that principle a vicious one. (A member : The Medical 
College of Agra has got it.) I may be permitted to 
include that Faculty also in my criticism. There are two 
facts. Owing to the age limit a student was unnecessari- 
ly detained in higher classes for one or two years and 
it is demoralising; and the second one which is worse 
is that it induces the students and their guardians 
to make false statements with regard to their age in 
order to come within the specified age limits of the 
University. I am not opposing this statute. It is not 
my intention to hold up the Engineering Faculty of this 
University. But I suggest that the authorities will give 
very careful consideration to these two points and if 
necessary modify their statutes in a subsequent year. 
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There is one other point which I regret to find but 
which is highly derogatory to the head of the institution. 
If a ipan is considered fit to be the Principal of an engi- 
neering college, but, if he happens not to be an engineer, 
he is not allowed to be the Dean of the Faculty of Engi- 
neering. From my personal experience I may say — 
having presided over the Faculty with the largest number 
of studies with very few of which I am personally ac- 
quainted, the Dean as such has very little to do with the 
curriculum or the details of the subject. If he happens 
to be a teacher of mathematics, he is perfectly competent 
to preside as Dean over the Faculty of engineering. Why 
should a statute say that a teacher is competent to be 
a Dean, but a Principal simply because he does not teach 
the subject should be excluded from becoming the 
Dean. That is a humiliating position - for the Principal. 
You would not be maintaining the prestige and influence 
of the Principal, if you disqualify him and allow a teacher 
under him to become Dean. It is not my intention to 
hold up the Faculty of Engineering, but the authorities 
of the University should consider these points. 

Registrar : No non-engineer can be a Principal. 

Dr. P. Basu: If this is so it is not only derogatory 
but repugnant. 

Mr. Tota Ram Sharma : With regard ■ to first objec- 
tion of Dr. Basu I have to say something; because of my 
association with the Engineering College, Benares. Ex- 
amination at the end of each year is necessary particular- 
ly in an Engineering College. These examinations are not 
purely a multiplication of the examinations. They are 
only a piecemeal examinations. One subject is taught 
throughout a year and in that the candidate is examined. 
This system will be useful also in other examinations. 
For example, if we have two papers in a subject we may 
have an examination at the end of each year instead of 
having both the papers at the end of two years. This 
has been found useful and necessary for the last 25 
years at Benares. . This objection in my opinion is not 
sound. The examination at the end of each year is very 
necessary. In some American Universities they have two 
or three examinations in a year one at the end of each 
term of three or four months. 
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Dr. T. S. Sabnis: As regards the first part of the 
speech of Dr. Basil I leave it to the persons who are 
concerned. I am also personally concerned in the second 
suggestion. I do not know why the Engineering College 
should be treated as something by a class by itself. In 
the Agricultural College, where the subjects taught are 
almost numerous, there is no such restriction as regards 
the election of a Dean. I quite agree with Dr. Basti 
that subjects like Mathematics or Physics might be taught 
by the head of the department and these are also subjects 
which are studied and in the end I do not know why 
these men should not be considered eligible for election 
to Deanship of the Engineering Faculty. I hope that it 
is not yet too late to make the- necessary alteration and 
bringing it on the same level as the other technical 
colleges. 

Vice-Chancellor: I think it can be done by means of 
an amendment. Let this be passed so that the two En- 
gineering Colleges which wish to start may be affiliated. 
That is something which is of the utmost importance from 
the national point of view, from the University’s point of 
view and from the point of view of the people. I am not 
against what my learned friend said, but I would request 
him not to hold up the statute this year because of this. 

Dr. P. Basu: I made that absolutely clear. I am in 
favour of passing the statute in this Senate, but the Ex- 
ecutive Council will later on consider whether my sug- 
gestion is a proper one. 

Vice-Chancellor: Ido agree that it should be con- 
sidered by the Executive Council. 

The additions and amendments to the statutes proposed 
by the Executive Council were agreed to. 

28. Mr. M. Sen Gupta, Principal of the Engineering 

Colleges, Benares Hindu University, Mr. K. Stolba, Chief 
Engineer, Birla Brothers Ltd., Delhi and Mr. Gur Charan 
Das Mehta of Dayalbagh were elected provisionally, 
under First Statute 7 (1) ( e ) (as proposed to be 

amended) to the Faculty of Engineering subject to H. E. 
the Chancellor’s assent to the statutes proposed. 

29. The Registrar reported the receipt of letter 
No. 1706 (i)/G. S.— 3/45 1, dated August 10, 1945, from 
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the Secretary to His Excellency the Governor, U. P. with- 
holding his assent to the statutes for instituting a degree 
in Dental Surgery in the University (passed by the Senate 
in November 1944), as there appeared to be no immediate 
prospects of a Dental College being set up in Agra. 

It was recorded. * 

♦ 

30. It was reported that the Executive Council had 
considered whether interpellations for the Senate meetings 
should be included in the agenda of the meetings of the 
Senate and resolved that the present practice be continued 
(vide Resolution No. 199 of May 8, 1945). 

It was recorded. 

31. Vice-Chancellor: Some interpellations were' 
received for today’s meeting and I have had replies typed 
and cyclostyied and they have all been placed on the 
table (vide Appendix G). 

32. The next item on the agenda was the consideration 
of the report of the committee appointed (under Senate 
Resolution No. 24 of November 16, 1944) to consider 
the following proposals of Khan Bahadur Akhtar Adil : — 

(1) That the Agra University seal should he so modified as to 

include a .Muslim insignia also. As it stands at present 
it does not hear out that the institution is maintained by 
the joint public revenues or the two communities. 

(2) That Turkish cap with tassel should be recognised as an 

optional head-dress with turban and academic caps on the 
occasion ot public functions of the University. 

Vice-Chancellor: I regret there is no report because 
when a meeting of ihis committee was called no member 
attended. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta : The resolution lapses. 

Vice-Chancellor: Why do you stress this point? 

Air. P. D. Gupta : I want to know whether in view 
of the absence of the report the resolution lapses. 

Vice-Chancellor: Why do you want to raise this 
question ? Let those who are interested in it raise it. 

33. Mrs. M. N. Vergese moved — - 

That this Senate recommends to the proper University 
authorities to take the necessary steps to institute the 
If. Ed. degree Examination. 
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I feel it necessary to bring this to the notice of this 
house because since this University has instituted the 
JB. T. Degree, which is, I think, only , the beginning it is 
necessary to go further, if we are going to have, as I 
pray we shall have, the Faculty of Education. The 
Faculty of Education will need some work and, therefore, 
there should be the M. Ed. and Ph. D. also in Education. 
1 also feel that as our students, those who get the B. T. 
-degree from this University, have to go to other Uni- 
versities to get the M. Ed. have quite often to experience 
a most humiliating situation because the other Universi- 
ties are not very keen to recognise our degrees. Thus 
another reason why I propose this is because I feel it will 
maintain the prestige and the status of this University. I 
would also suggest that this M. Ed. Examination should 
not be by paper but by thesis. I feel that this would be 
within the financial ability of this University and will 
not rouse opposition here. 

The proposal was seconded. 

Mr. G. B. Bryce: I wish to support the motion on 
general considerations. We here in this Senate are 
meeting in a -somewhat rarefied academic atmosphere in 
the upper ranges of education. As I see it we are in a 
sense at the apex of the pyramid of education in our 
area, and we tend to forget the base of the pyramid. This 
motion gives us one of our few opportunities to direct in 
some measure the conduct of primary education. When we 
are dealing with requirements for the training of teachers, 
we are coming in close touch with the base of the pyramid. 
Our attention should be directed towards making education 
more widespread and making it more practical. . We have 
"brought into being a large number of Universities and a 
large number of colleges in India, but we have not sufficient- 
ly directed our attention to the education of the masses, I 
understand that the effect of Mrs. Vergese motion would 
be this, that we should pay whatever attention we can to 
'ithose subjects which are practical. Now it is recognised 
in other countries that practical education has become 
increasingly necessary; and in India, today, there is an 
.-increasing tendency to develop institutions for such educa- 
tion. The scheme that has been put forward looks in this 
•direction. We should recognise the importance of pri- 
anary education and the importance of the training o e 
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hand and eje in teaching the people of the villages. We 
should not forget that 90 per cent, of the people who 
ought to be educated are living in villages ; and under 
the present system of education, in my view and in the- 
view of good many, we are not giving a sufficient rural 
bias to the curriculum. As one application of this prin- 
ciple, I support the motion. 

Vice-Chancellor : I am sorry to interrupt the speaker, 
.That has not been moved yet. Will you confine yourself 
to item No. 1 of the resolution, which relates merely to* 
the introduction of the M. Ed. Examination? 

Dr. G. B. Bryce: I am sorry. My speech may be 
taken as read in connection with the second resolution of 
Mrs. Vergese. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad: There is one thing which 
should be done. It recommends to the proper University 
authorities. 

Vice-Chancellor : It would go to the Faculty of 
Arts. 

Dr. L. P. Mathur: This resolution seeks the blessing 
of the Senate before the Faculty of Arts or the Board of 
Studies has considered it. 

Dr. P. Basu; There is some difficulty on the part of 
this house in accepting this resolution because, if we do- 
so we accept the principle that is necessary without 
consultation with the various bodies of the University. 

I would suggest that the Senate recommends to the proper 
University authorities and the Executive Council to* 
consider the desirability of instituting the M. Ed. degree 
Examination. It will go to the relevant bodies of the 
University which will discuss the principle of the 
resolution and there can be no objection on the part of 
the Senate to send such a resolution to the Executive- 
Council and other bodies of the University. 

Mrs. Vergese: I am willing to accept anything. I 
ventured to bring this resolution before the Senate in the 
hope that the persons here will help me in carrying 
it through the various bodies of the University. I do- 
hope that the members will accept it. If you prefer 
Dr. Basu’s wording*! accept it, or if you think mine will' 
do, take it - 
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Vice-Chancellor: This house again and again makes 
recommendations to the Executive Council and to other 
bodies saying that they are of opinion....There arc a. 
number of cases in which a recommendation has gone from 
the Senate to the Executive Council, which the Executive 
Council has not been able to accept. I do not think by 
merely agreeing to the principle it becomes a mandate to- 
the other bodies who tire independent bodies. I have 
personally no objection to Mrs.Vergese accepting the 
amendment suggested by Dr. Basu. But I do not think 
that anything which goes direct from the Senate is a 
mandate to the Executive Council. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta : It is certainly not a mandate but 
only a recommendation. But the resolution as it stands- 
in the form in which it is couched certainly does mean 
that the Senate here and now decides that there should 
be an M. Ed. degree and asks the relevant University 
authorities to take steps to institute that degree. 

Vice-Chancellor : Which they may refuse to do. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta: In that case the Senate would have 
expressed an opinion which would be at variance with* 
w’hat other academic bodies of the University say. 
Therefore I heartily second the motion of Dr. Basu. 

Vice-Chancellor: It is not amotion. Dr. Basu has- 
'merely suggested to the mover that she may accept his* 
suggestion. 

Mrs. Vergese: On page 89 of the Calendar the statute 
says : The Senate may of its own motion take into consi- 
deration the draft of any statute submitted to it by one of 
its own members; provided that in any such case before 
the statute is passed affecting the powers, duties, etc., the 
opinion of the Executive Council, with the report of the 
person or body concerned, shall be taken into consideration* 
by the Senate. It is within the province of the Senate to- 
consider my resolution. It is only being sent to the other 
bodies. It does not affect their decision. If the house 
feels that they cannot accept my wording, I am quite 
willing to accept Dr. Basu’s wording. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad : Is this to be treated as a 
statute ? If it is not a statute it is only a recommen- 
dation. 
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Dr, L, V. Mafkur: If thi-i rc.oiutkm i> accepted in this 
ion;: it would go with the bjc..Mfl;» of the Senate am! 
naturally it would place the other bodies in an awkward 
position. i fC c no objection to accepting Dr. Barn's 
.MIggesthm. 


ulun Kah-ulnr Sved Raca lits:.ain: 1 am in full 
mpathy with the principle underlying the resolution but 
in spite of the amendment which is likely to improve it 
further with due deference to Dr. Basis's suggestion, 1 do 
not see any practical result arising out of it. Where are 
we at present? The mover wants that titis Senate should 
accept the principle that the M. Ed. may be instituted. 
As it has been said the blessing of the Senate is required. 
Suppose the Senate gives that blessing. The result of 
that will be that the resolution will go to the Executive 
Council and what will the Executive Council do ? It 
cannot give a blessing then and there. It will have to go to 
the other bodies and receive their blessings. The position 
is really that here we have various bodies moved without 
any particular application from any institution for the 
M. Ed. degree. What we have always been doing or 
what is the practical view of the work is what the 
University does, what we have been doing elsewhere, 
when we had application from the engineering institutes 
for engineering degrees, when we had applications from 1 
medical institutes for medical degrees and then the matter 
came before the Executive Council and the Senate and then 
we began to implement and function and the University 
got those colleges. Here, what we are doing is like working 
in a vacuum without any institution coming forward and 
asking for or preparing to institute the M. Ed. degree. 
Here, we are deciding that the Senate may recommend 
to the Executive Council to consider that if and when a 
certain institution may take up the question of founding 
the M. Ed. degree, then the University bodies will be 
prepared to accept the proposal. My difficulty is, we 
should more definitely say if Mrs. Vcrgese training 
college was really prepared to help the students to get 
the M. Ed. degree in course of time. Then it would be 
time for the Senate to make a recommendation to the 
-Executive, Council and the Executive Council to make a 
suitable arrangement. I am not opposed to the proposal. 
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-if the idea is to prepare the University before really the 
actual request comes from any institution. 

Mr. Mahajan: I quite accept what Mr. P. D. Gupta 
has said. 

Vice-Chancellor : The following is the resolution as 
amended and accepted by the mover: — 

That this Senate recommends to the proper University authorities 
to consider the desirability of instituting the M. Ed. degree exami- 
nation. 

The Senate accepted the resolution. 

34. Mrs. M. N. Vergese moved — 

That the Senate recommends to the proper University authorities 
to consider the desirability of making the following matters — 

(i) On page 247, 1942-43 Calendar the subjects “Educational 

Handwork, Gardening, Hygiene and Physical Instruction” 

be added after the -words "students may specialize in.. 

Mathematics, Science, etc.”; 

(ii) that students be permitted to specialize in Educational 

Handwork, Gardening, Hygiene and Physical Instruction 
as they are in Languages, Mathematics, Science, etc; 

* l 

and (ii») that Gardening be made an optional subject. * 

i i 

It seems very necessary that every school should 
■encourage handwork because it is a method of educating. 
We have not got qualified lecturers or teachers, so • we 
shall soon be feeling the need. We shall also be doing 
the right thing educationally, if we allow our students' in 
training to specialize in handwork, I suggest that in their 
diploma mention of having specialized in handwork be 
made. As regards gardening, I have always been against 
the introduction of gardening as a compulsory subject; 
.because this august body and the various bodies of the 
University have never suggested what kind of gardening 
the training college should teach. I think it is necessary 
to lay down certain principles which have to be followed. 

If gardening means just giving two or three lectures 
or filling a pot with -earth I do not think it is gardening. 

I propose that gardening should be made one of the 
subjects in which students can specialize. As regards the 
-question of Hygiene, I think it is very necessary that 
-students should be permitted to' specialize in Hygiene 
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specially as Physiology and Anatomy iiave been made a 
compulsory subject in the schools of Rajputana. And 
lastly, I think it is necessary that the teachers of the 
training college should be permitted to specialize in 
Physical education for I do not need to tell you the value 
of Physical education. There are many schools with 
about 300 or 400 students and there is only one Physical 
Director and it is impossible for him alone to do any 
worthwhile work and therefore any member of the staff 
who is young or available is given the work of giving 
Physical instruction, though lie is not a graduate in 
Physical Education and knows not even the A, B, C, of 
Physical Education. By accepting this proposal schools 
could be certain of having some teachers who have taken 
a course in Physical Education. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad : This is distinctly a matter for 
the Faculty of Arts. 

A Member: And the Boards of Studies. 

Canon T. D. Sully: I second the resolution. In- 
doing so I would like to request Mrs. Vergese if sbe- 
would give us the place where these words in her resolution 
are to be found. I am not sure whether it refers to part 
II of paper III which already includes methods of 
teaching, physiology and hygiene. The question of 
gardening being an optional subject comes on page 244 of 
Calendar for 1945-46. Statute 38. I am a little confused. 

I am all in favour of the introduction of these subjects, 
but perhaps Mrs. Vergese could make it a little more 
clear how it should fit in with the existing regulations. 

Mrs. Vergese: It is on page 262. 

Canon T. D. Sully : On page 262 under methods of 
teaching part II, after the w r ord science there should be 
inserted “educational handwork, gardening, physical 
instruction”. Physiology and hygiene is already there. 

Mr. Shahani : I whole-heartedly support the resolution 
on two grounds. Firstly, we have been told that a good' 
part of learning in those subjects should be by doing. But 
when we-go to the Training Colleges, we find very little- 
is learnt by 'doing’. Secondly, though there are recom- 
mendations in the syllabus for B. T. courses for gardening* 
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and handwork, little practical work is actually .done in 
the subjects; because no special value is attached to the: 
subjects as they are not treated as optionals. We think we 
don’t want teachers in gardening and crafts and 
physical education. We do want them, they would be 
welcome additions to the staff in schools, could we get 
properly trained teachers in those subjects. 

If Mrs. Vergese agrees, I would also add Domestic 
Science. She has often a grouse against present Domestic 
Science teachers as they teach the subject badly; because 
they had done little or no practical work in a college or 
at a University. Had they taken it up as an optional 
subject, they would have done full justice to it and had 
there been a practical examination in the subject, they 
would be fully prepared to do their work in schools. 
The modern trend of training in the West and specially in 
America is that teachers are regularly or for several 
hours in the day asked to do practical work in those 
subjects, whereas we are only tinkering with them in 
our educational colleges. I, therefore, strongly support 
the resolution. 

Dr. Sabnis : There is one thing I would like to be clear 
about. Gardening is a very loose term. I really fail to 
understand the scope of the subject whether it includes 
fruit culture, vegetable culture or house gardening. 

. » 

A Member: They are matters of detail which will go 
to the Boards of Studies and other committees. 

Dr. Basu : I would like to point out one thing. I have 
theard Mrs. Vergese and also Mr. Shahani who are 
obviously experts in teachers’ training. This house is 
not the place where we can profitably discuss what 
subjects should be included or excluded as particular 
•optionals. I would, therefore, suggest that this proposal, 
without any commitment on the part of the. Senate, be 
forwarded to the Board of Studies in Teacher’s Training 
Tor their opinion and when their opinion comes, through 
tthe proper channel, the . matter , may come before the 
.Senate again.

Vice-Chancellor: With regard to this point I think, 
the resolution can be sent to the proper University autho- 
rities. I think they are the Faculty of Arts and they 
will send it to the Board of Studies. 

Mr. Mahajan: At present the Senate is merely a post 
office and there is no point in discussing it, because the 
whole thing will come back before it. 

Vice-Chancellor: I do not want to discuss ther 
admissibility of this resolution. I have admitted it, I 
think it is perfectly in order. 

Canon T. D. Sully: I should suggest that if Mrs. 
Vergese agrees the Senate recommends to the proper 
University authorities the consideration of this matter. 

Vice-Chancellor : She has already said so. 

The resolution was agreed to. 

35. Mrs. M. N. Vergese moved — 

That the Senate recommends to the Executive Council that the form- 
of agreement between teachers in the University and the Managements 
of colleges he amended as follows : — 

(Calendar 1939-40 page 137 Statute 15 Regulation 3 Draft Agree- 
ment passed by the Senate in 1935). 

(0 That in 2. the words "and shall be paid a monthly salary of 
Rs be omitted. 

■ (is) That in 3, the words "on confirmation after the period of 
- - - probation " and also the words "the payment of salary.... 

...are available” be omitted. 

(in) That in 5, the words “thirtieth day of April” to "age of 
sixty” be omitted. 

(jV) That in 11, the words “by the Executive Council of the 
Agra University” be omitted ; and the words "by the party 
of the first part (i. e. the member of staff" be inserted. 

I feel that though (i) may not actually mean that a. 
person may be on probation for one year or for two years • 
on his initial salary, but it might mean that. Therefore 
I would like to propose in No. (2) -that you should 
delete the words “ on a salary of ” so much. Merely say 
that the teacher will be on probation.. In (2) and (3) I 
would like to say that his grade will be such and such. 
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Thus a member of the staff who is appointed will noft 
necessarily have, to begin his first year’s' work on alow' 
salary nor in the second year if he is confirmed, will he- 
begin on his real initial salary, nor would it mean that he- 
wiill draw his first increment the year after he is confirmed,, 
namely in the fourth year. 

Dr. Isluvari Prasad : This is a matter relating to the-' 
draft agreement which was very carefully prepared and' 
there- were several lawyers on the committee which 
prepared it. The Senate largely consists of laymen and' 
in a matter like this, we should proceed very cautiously'. 

A Member : This is a recommendation. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad: The recommendation of the-, 
Senate will have the weight of its authority behind it. We . 
would like lawyers to point out what the implications of 
this would be. The omission of the salary of a teacher will 
be an important point. Ido not see what advantage will.- 
be obtained by an omission of this sort or by' an omission 
of the second clause. The object of the draft agreement 
was to strengthen the position of teachers in our colleges 
and it was after very great deliberation and care that 
these clauses were drafted and, therefore, the Senate- 
should proceed very cautiously in this matter. How the 
position of the teachers would be_ affected, if we accept' 
Mrs. Vergese’ amendment to day' ? I looked into these 
clauses and I found that they are very advantageous to 
the teachers and their omission might create a hardship - 
for them. It is for lawyers to -point out whether the 
omission of these legal clauses will operate disadvanta— 
geously' to teachers. 

Canon T. D. Sully: Has the motion been seconded i' 
We cannot discuss it until it is seconded. 

Mrs. Vergese: I would like to press the whole-; 
motion. I have raised the first point on behalf of 
teachers; because I feel that as the agreement now stands- 
it is in., favour of the employer; because the employer 
specially of higher colleges is able to get his staff, on the^ 
minimum salary which is Rs. 100. It is to safeguard

. - -guarded'. I see no safeguard especially for private 
^lle^es Private colleges which are out to make money 
C dll most certainly try and get the maximum out of these 
Alleges and give them the minimum. It is for those 
reasons that I have brought these two points. The reason 
why I nave sought permission to delete (fit) is that in 
the new Calendar it has been amended. 


If there is any trouble between a member of the staff 
and the Managing Committee it is probable that a tribunal, 
be appointed. On that yon will have a representative 
of the Chancellor, a representative of the Vice-Chancellor 
of the University and you will have a nominee of the 
Executive Council. Now I am only asking that you 
should change the last point. Don’t have a nominee of 
the Executive Council because I believe that the Vice- 
Chancellor and the Executive Council are one and there- 
fore I feel that you have two people from the same 
constituency. So I suggest it would be much better to 
allow the person who is being accused of something, the 
person who is appealing, to have a nominee. Therefore, 
I suggest that the words “nominee of the Executive 
Council” be omitted and the words “nominee of the member 
of the staff" be inserted. This is very important because it 
seems to me if there is a dispute between the staff and the 
Managing Committee, the member of staff who is the 
aggrieved party, has no one to support him on the 
tribunal. 

The resolution was seconded by a member. 
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Mr. P. D. Gupta : I do not know whether to opppose the 
motion or to support it. Because to certain parts I would 
accord my approval, but to two other parts I am afraid I 
cannot agree. I think that every person who is appointed 
should be appointed at least on the initial salary of the 
grade and if it is open to the Managing Bodies of affiliated 
colleges to appoint a person on probation on a salary less 
than the initial salary of the grade, then it is highly 
■objectionable particularly because the Managing Body — 
and it is what surprises me here particularly — can keep a 
man hanging on probation for three years. I do not 
think any Managing Body should have the power to keep a 
person in suspense for three years. One year is quite 
•enough to judge a person’s ability. In the "second place, 
I quite agree with Mrs. Vergese that these words, that 
the payment of salary, etc. should be omitted; because 
it should be the responsibility and the obligation of the 
Managing Body to provide the salary and the grade of the 
person who is appointed and the Managing Body cannot 
get out of this obligation by saying that they are not able 
to pay a certain salary because funds are not available. 
If it is the business of the Managing Body to provide 
funds for the payment of salaries on which teachers are 
appointed, they should be obliged to do so. 

I cannot agree to the third clause. I believe the 
■efficacy of a tribunal will be undermined, if not completely 
lost, unless this tribunal is entirely impartial. The idea 
-in setting up a tribunal in the way in which the present 
agreement provides, is not to give two representatives to 
the University and one to His Excellency the Chancellor 
but to provide a body of three persons who will bring to 
ibear an unprejudiced mind on the question. One person 
is to be a judicial officer and the other person is to be 
■the Vice-Chancellor who may present the University point 
■of view. The third person, is to be a nominee of the 
Executive Council. I take it that the Executive Council 
■can rightly be taken to be . the custodian of the rightful 
-interests of both the Managing Bodies and the teachers. 
But if you allow a feacher to be represented on the 
tribunal with what justification can you deny the same 
right to the Managing Body ? If you allow for the 
-appointment of the teacher’s nominee, it will be the grossest 
injustice to deny representation to the Managing Bodies. 
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I, therefore, support two parts of Mrs. Vergese proposal, 
but I very strongly oppose the third part. 

Dr. fshwari Prasad .* There is great force in what ' 
Mr. P. D. Gupta has said in moving that part (iV) should 
not be accepted by the Senate. The position of this 
University has to be considered in connection with this 
matter. The University of Allahabad makes provision 
for a tribunal to decide cases of disputes between the 
University and our tribunal consists of the Vice- 
Chancellor, a nominee of the Chancellor and a nominee 
of the teacher also. The teacher is represented on that 
tribunal. That is because the Allahabad University is a 
teaching body. I do not think, however, the need of 
having a representative of the teacher will be very great 
here, but as Mr. Gupta has rightly pointed out the case of 
this University is different from our University. In the 
case of the University of Allahabad teachers are its 
employees. In your case the teachers are not your 
employees. If you allow a teacher to be represented, it 
would be necessary to allow .the Management also to be 
represented. What you want in the Agra University is 
an independent judicial tribunal, a tribunal, which would 
be entirely free from prejudice, a tribunal which would 
operate without partiality. As the tribunal would consist 
of the District Judge, the Vice-Chancellor and a nominee 
of the Executive Council, it is reasonable to expect that it 
will function justly and properly. The Vice-Chancellor 
will be the custodian of all interests. He is not a party 
man. He will look at the problem from the employer’s 
point of view 3s well as the teacher’s point of view. The 
Executive Council is a body constituted for the purpose 
of administering the University. If the teacher is really 
an innocent person, I am sure the Vice-Chancellor and the 
Executive Council both will defend him when he is 
unjustly treated by the Management. It seems to me 
.that the clause as it stands in the draft agreement is 
perfectly all right and we need not tamper with it. The 
change that underlies the amendments might lead to- 
trouble. We must trust the Vice-Chancellor, the Chancel- 
lor’s nominee and nominee of the Executive Council. I 
have heard no complaints about the judgments of this 
tribunal. Let us see how teachers regard this tribunal 
and if the tribunal -has so far inspired public confidence^ 
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I - do not think we should make any alterations at this 
stage. I will very strongly plead with the Senate that 
this clause of the draft agreement in the present Calendar 
should be allowed to remain as it is. 

Dr. B. R. Chatterji: As regards parts (i) and («), 1 
would like to ask whether it is possible for any college to 
pay any of its teachers an amount which is less than what 
is recommended by the University or to continue a teacher 
on probation for more than one year. 

Vice-Chancellor: The period allowed in the statute 
is three years. But it is not possible for them to pay a 
whole-time teacher less than Rs. 100/-. 

Dr. B. R. Chatterji : As far as I know no institution 
does resort to this. ■ 

Registrar : .In temporary appointments they are some- 
times paid less than Rs. 100/-. 

Vice-Chancellor: So far as I can make out from 
this controversy, it is intended to ensure that if a teapher 
is kept on probation for three years, he or she at the end 
of three years should not be restarted on confirmation on 
the lowest scale of salary, whatever it may be — Rs. 100. 1 1 
take it that your idea is that increments during the pro- 
bation period should accrue so that if a teacher was started 
on Rs. 100, at the end of three lyears that teacher should 
get, when confirmed, not the minimum, of Rs. 100 vnce 
again, but whatever increments have accrued during that 
period. 

Mrs. Vergese: Yes, that is correct. For the sake of 
the teacher if this House feels that item (fy) is quite safe 
as it stands, that the nominee of the Executive Council 
will also look after the interests of the accuser and the 
accused, I am quite willing to drop it. I feel that there 
is need to go into this grievance and elucidate the position 
so far as (i) and (if) are concerned. 

Mr. Chacko: This question seems rather a compli- 
cated one and a very important one from the standpoint 
of the teachers. It is also complicated from the stand- 
point of the administration of the institution concerned 
and it seems to me only, fair : to both sides to have this 
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matter, in full, circulated, to the various Managements to 
elicit their opinions before we tamper with the existing 
rules. It is all very easy to be very thoughtful and 
generous from the standpoint of words and expressions, 
but it is not so easy when we come to the question of 
salaries. The opinion of the Managing Bodies will be 
very helpful, if we are to remodel these particular provi- 
sions as they stand today. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta: A teacher should not be kept on 
probation for three years. That is most objectionable 
while a temporary appointment can be made for three 
years. 

Dr. P. Basu: I propose that the first tivo clauses be 
referred to the Executive Council for any action they 
may consider proper. 

Dr. Islnvari Prasad: Without the imprimatur of the 
Senate. 

Vice-Chancellor : You have not raised any objection 
to the length of the period of probation. The whole 
thing will be gone into in great detail. 

Mrs. Vergese: I just wanted to bring in something 
so that your minds may be agitated. I withdraw (in) 
and ( iv ). 

The Vice-Chancellor put Dr. Basu’s amendment that 
(t) and (it) be referred to the Executive Council for 
their consideration, and it was carried. 

36. Mr. M. R. V. Krishna Rao : In view of the 
discussion that has taken place on item No. 25 ( 1 ), I desire 
to withdraw item No. 1 standing in my name, which is 
as follows: — 

Resolved that the following be deleted from Statute 3, 

Chapter XXXI (Examinations— Faculty of Science: 

Bachelor of Science— page 249 of the Universitv 

Calendar 1942-43):— 

(e) Physics, Chemistry and Economics. 

_ ( d ) Botany, Zoology and Economics. 

and the following be substituted instead: — 

(e) Chemistry, Botany and Geology. 

(d) Botany, Zoology and Geology". 
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37. Mr. M. R. V. Krishna Rao moved — 

Resolved that Statute 3, Chapter XXX (Exami- 
nations — Faculty of Arts, Bachelor of Arts — Page 220 
of the University Calendar, 1942-43) be amended 
to read as follows 1 

“Every candidate shall be required to show a competent know- 
ledge of — 

(i) General English. 

{it) And one of the following Classical or Modern Indian 
languages : — 

Sanskrit, Persian, Urdu, Hindi, Marathi, Gujrati, Bengali, 
and (in) Any two of the following branches of study 

(o) to (») (as contained at present in the University Calendar) 

The intention of this resolution is to introduce a 
Classical language or a modern Indian language in the 
curriculum of the Arts examinations. I don't want to 
dilate very much at this very late hour on the necessity 
of introducing a classical language or a modern Indian 
language in the studies of our students. It will not 
merely mean a good impetus for these literatures to 
progress, but also that great encouragement will be given 
to produce books of a high standard so that they 
may be suitable for prescribing for these ■examinations. 
I said two subjects because I thought that instead or 
three being studied desultorily two might be studied 
with greater thoroughness. If the Senate is agreeable to 
the principle, then it may refer this resolution to the 
necessary bodies. 

Mr. M. N. Tolani seconded. 


Mr. Shahani: If the proposer had dropped the first 
partin his resolution vis. General English or put it as one 
of the languages in part second of his resolution, I wou 
have accepted it on the ground that a foreign language 
should not be compulsory for all students. As be ha pu 
the resolution, he was making some of the dead langu 
ages or some of the modern languages compulsory ao 
the whole course suggested by him becomes wel j>. lte 
-much, on the side of languages. Part third of h s 
lution allowing only two optionals is all «g ht - 
one and two are neither consistent with the modern 
principles , of education in a free coun rj, ucat ; on 
will he hereafter, nor with the old system o 
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which we are practising at present. 1 would, therefore, 
oppose this resolution. 

' Vice-Chancellor: It will only go as a recommenda- 
tion and will be referred to the proper University 
authorities. The Senate cannot pass a statute. The 
resolution in the 'form in which it stands cannot be pass- 
ed. It can only be a recommendation of the Senate, if 
the Senate agrees to pass it, to the proper University 
authorities. 

Mr. M. R- V. Krishna Rao: Therefore I suggest 
that it might be sent to the proper University authorities. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta: It should be circulated to the 
various University authorities for their opinion. I am 
entirely opposed to the whole resolution. It will practi- 
cally reduce the B.A. degree to a languages degree. 

Mr. M. R. V. Krishna Rao : There are very many 
Universities in which such a combination is being allow- 
ed and you are not refusing recognition to the degree of 
those Universities as mere degree in languages. Two 
subjects could be studied more intensively than three 
subjects. 

Vice-Chancellor ; The motion before the house is that 
the amendments to Statute 3 of Chapter XXX proposed 
by Mr. Rao be referred to the proper University autho- 
rities for consideration. 

The motion was agreed to. 

Vice-Chancellor : This will be referred to the 
Faculty of Arts. 

38. Mr. M. R. V. Krishna Rao next moved— 

Resolved that the * following Statute be added to 
the existing Statutes to Chapter XXIX— G, Section 31 
of the Act: — 

“Two examiners shall be appointed for each of 
the papers set for the Master of Arts and 
Master of Science Examinations, Previous 
and Final, and they shall value the answer- 
books independently. The mean of the 
marks awarded by them shall he consider- 
ed as the actual marks obtained by a can- 
didate in that paper. 
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This was passed last year by the Faculty of Arts and 
it has been disapproved by the Academic Board without 
assigning any reason. That is why I have brought it 
to this bod}’ to try again. The intention of this resolu- 
tion is to eliminate as far as possible the discrepancies 
in the working by examiners and avoid massacres or 
opening the floodgates of generosity on the part of exa- 
miners in certain cases! It has been a matter engaging 
the attention of your important bodies including the 
Central Committee of Education and attempts are being 
made all over the world to make examinations as far as 
possible objective and not to depend upon individual 
likes and dislikes of the examiners. Two examiners 
are certainly better than one and probably a student will 
have a fair deal at their hands. It is high time we did 
something definite in this connection and-I may men- 
tion that there are very many Universities now adopting 
this habit of double valuation and on account of adoption 
of this habit the results are not delayed unnecessarily, 
nor are the expenses involved very great. My next re- 
solution suggests that the examination fees may be 
. raised. When you raise the fees by Rs. 5, in compari- 
son to the benefits that the students will be deriving by a 
double valuation, the increase of Rs. 5 in the fees would 
not be much at all. I, therefore, request the house to 
give this resolution a proper consideration and not mere- 
ly throw it out because they are in a weary mood. 

Mr. M. N. Tolani seconded, 

Ur. P. Basu: As the previous resolution was passed, 

I think, inadvertently, I like to stand on my legs to oppose 
this resolution. The mover has given sufficient reasons 
for it. He has said to the Senate that the Televant body 
of the University has considered and has recorded its 
opinion that this should not be accepted by it. In view 
of. that expert opinion I suggest that the Senate should 
reject this proposal. 

The resolution was put and rejected. 

39. Vice-Chancellor: As regards items Nos, 4 
and 5, regarding payment of remuneration to superin- 
tendents and invigilators, the Executive Council is already 
taking action in this matter. 

Resolved that the fees to be paid in respect of 
examinations held by the University for 
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the Previous Examination of the Master 
of Arts and Master of Science be Rs. 25 
and the fees for the Master of Arts and 
Master of Science Examinations be Rs. 35. 

Resolved that the following Statute be added 
to the Statutes in Chapter XXIX-R. 
Examination Centres: — "A fee of Rs. 3 
per paper to an invigilator and Rs. 7 per 
day to a Superintendent shall be paid for 
examinations of this University conducted 
at each centre”. 

Mr. M. R. V2 Krishna Rao : I did find in the 
minutes of the University that it was recommended on 
vour visit to the Jaipur State. I gave notice of this reso- 
lution before I received the minutes. 

Vice-Chancellor: Payments will be made to the in- 
vigilators from the examinations of 1946 in keeping with 
the resources of the University. 

Mr- Krishna Rao: I desire permission to withdraw 
this resolution because action has already been taken. 

40. Mr- M. R. V. Krishna Rao: I beg to move— 

Resolved that the Executive Council be requested to take 
necessary steps to introduce the Three Year degree 
course in the University by July, 1947. 

I read in the minutes of the Executive Council : 

“Resolved that in view of the impending decision in re- 
gard to three years’ degree course, the consideration of 
the proposal be adjourned sine die’’. Since a decision 
is impending,-! do not wish to press this very highly con- 
troversial matter at this stage. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta : I understand that certain opinions 
have been expressed on behalf of the University on the 
three years' degree course which may or may not find 
acceptance with the Senate. I should like that the 
Senate should be given an opportunity to discuss this 
important question. 

Vice-Chancellor: My friend has been long enough in 
the Senate to know that no statute can be passed without 
the Senate expressing Its opinion. No new statute can be 
passed without the Senate having an opportunity of 
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expressing its opinion. No new statute can be passed 
without the Senate having an opportunity of discussing it. 

Mr. P. D. Gupta: I am talking of the principle of 
the Senate being committed to a three years’ degree 
course, 

Vice-Chancellor: Ilis Excellency the Governor as 
Governor of this province appointed a University Recon- 
struction Committee and that Committee met in Allaha- 
bad. On that Committee there were the representatives 
of all the Universities and it is that Committee as a 
whole that recommended that the three years’ degree 
course be instituted. There is no question of any 
university being committed, it is a question of the Com- 
mittee passing such resolution. 

Air. L. P. Mathur: I endorse the remarks of Mr.. 
P. D. Gupta and before the University is committed one 
way or the other, the various University bodies must be 
given full opportunity* to express their views. This is 
a highly controversial matter. Some people feel that a 
three years’ degree course would hamper the cause of 
education. This province has always been the hunting 
ground for educational experiments and the same thing 
happened with the Sadler Commission’s report. U. P. 
was the first to adopt it, although the Commission was 
primarily appointed for the Calcutta University, I again' 
demand that before any decision is taken, full opportuni- 
ty to discuss the matter should be given to the Senate, 

Mr. P. D. Gupta : This resolution may be discussed. 

Vice-Chancellor: If the Senate desires to discuss it,. 
I am prepared to sit here till midnight. 

Mr. M. R. V. Krishna Rao: Who is to take this 
impending decision? “ Resolved that in view of the im- 
pending decision” 

Registrar: — What arc you reading from ? 

Mr. M. R. V. Krishna Rao: From the minutes of 
the Senate meeting, page 175, item 211. If these deci- 
sions are impending naturally we would get them within- 
a few months. 

Vice-Chancellor: I think my friend is referring to 
the minutes of the Executive Council page 125 in which- 
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a certain question came up. The Council considered the 
resolution of the Academic Board. It is merely a resolu- 
tion of the Academic Board “ and then resolved in view 
of the impending decision in regard to the three years’ 
degree course that consideration be postponed sine die”. 
There may be a decision impending or there may not be. 
I do not think anybody can force the University to 
adopt a three years' degree course unless it accepts it 
When the Government decides upon it, it can only come 
up to the various University authorities and they will 
have to consider it. They may be forced by other cir- 
-cumstances, but as I see the law I cannot see how the 
three years’ degree course can be instituted or this Uni- 
versity committed without the proper University authori- 
ties considering it in all its implications. 

Mr, P. D. Gupta : When once a resolution comes 
on the agenda paper, the mover cannot withdraw it 
without the permission of the House. The Government 
appointed a certain Reconstruction Committee on which the 
University was represented. It may be that in that Commit- 
tee the Government received a certain impression as re- 
gards the attitude of this University in regard to this very 
important question and acting upon that impression 
Government may take certain decisions. I am very anxious 
that before Government takes those decisions, this 
University should have an opportunity of expressing its 
opinion on this very important question. The position of 
this University is very different from the position of Uni- 
versities like Allahabad and Lucknow, and it may be that 
-certain derisions made by Government may force this 
University, even in spite of its own adverse judgment 
to have to agree to the three years’ degree course. I have 
had it said to me on high educational authority that the 
Agra University supports this move. I would like to 
know for my own information whether it is correct or 
not. I very strongly oppose permission being granted to 
mover to withdraw this motion, because I want this 
motion to he discussed. It may be that, when this Senate 
meets next year it may be faced with what may be called 
a fail accompli. This Senate should be given an oppor- 
tunity to discuss this very important question. I, there- 
fore, oppose the granting of permission for the with- 
drawal of the resolution. 
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Vice-Chancellor: I made it quite clear that this Uni- 
versity is not committed. I merely said that the .com- 
mittee appointed lor this purpose passed the resolution 
recommending the introduction of the three years' Uni- 
versity course. On that committee there were two or three 
individuals from this University and they were not speak- 
ing on behalf of this University. They may have expressed 
their individual opinion but it is not the decision of this 
University. It is a recommendation of the committee 
on which all the five Universities of these provinces were 
represented and that committee made this recommenda- 
tion. 

Dr. L. P. Mathur: I would like to know whether 
the decisions of this committee were unanimous. 

Vice-Chancellor: Yes, the resolution is before the 
House. The resolution is quite clear. 

Mr. Vishnu Swarup seconded the resolution. 

Dr. Basu: Will it be all right if I propose that the 
consideration of this item be adjourned for one year? 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad: And in the meantime the three 
years’ degree will be thrust upon yon. 

Dr. Basu: In Mr. Gupta this University has got one 
of the best guardians. I think that Mr. Gupta is old 
enough to understand that the conclusions of a committee 
like that can never commit the University to any parti- 
cular action, nor can the Government take any action on 
the recommendation of the committee only. Surely the 
recommendation of the committee will be sent to the 
various Universities for their opinion and it would be at 
that time for the University bodies to express their final 
opinion. I do not think that the Executive Council will be 
so inconsiderate as to give an opinion before bringing the 
matter before the Senate. At that meeting Mr.Gupta will 
have ample opportunity to express an opinion. The reason 
why I have seriously moved the adjournment of this ques- 
tion, is that, till about a few minutes ago, I never thought 
that an important question like that was being brought 
before the Senate. This question has been before the various 
Universities for more than 15 or 20 years. At least half 
a dozen times the question was’ discussed at the Inter- 
University Board on which all Universities are well repre- 
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sented Therefore, I suggest that it would not be fair 
for the members of the senate to ask them to give a 
decision just on the spur of the moment. We should 
think deeply about it We ought to know what the Exe- 
cutive Council thinks and what the representatives on 
our Academic Board think. We should not be asked 
to -five our opinion on a question of such great impor- 
tance without sufficient considerations. I, therefore, pro- 
nose that we should postpone the consideration of the 
item. If this matter has been under consideration for 
45 or 20 years surely we can wait for one more year. 

A Member: We want to know whether the Vice- 
Chancellor was a representative on the committee as Vice- 
Chancellor. 


Vice-Chancellor: I made it quite clear that certain 
persons were nominated bv the Government. They were 
nominated and not elected by this University. There- 
fore, they went there as nominees of His Excellency the 
Governor, not of His Excellency the Chancellor or of 
this University. 


' Canon T. D Sully: I should like to second Dr. Basu 
very strongly. After all this is not a question which 
comes up to us for the first time. Our memories may be 
short, but it has to be remembered that this point has 
been discussed by the Centra! Advisory Board and other 
bodies for very long time. I think at the back of my 
friend Mr. P. D. Gupta's motion is a little past history 
which others had forgotten. At the time when we had 
the Congress Government this question of reorganisation 
came up and, if I am not mistaken, the Executive Council 
went into the matter. The Council considered the advis- 
ability of the three years’ course and there was a general 
expression of opinion in its favour at that stage. But 
after all the thing does not stand by itself. I carniot sup- 
port the resolution as it stands. It does not take account 
of the circumstances. It gives a date which is utterly im- 
possible now. I should have to vote against it, not be- 
cause I am against the three years’ course. I think it 
would be in the interests of the University to secure the 
three years’ course, but obviously to secure that depends 
on other factors. Are we going to extend our secondary 
.education to class 51? If that is decided then it scents 
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^0 it will be obviously in tbs interests of higher edu- 
ction to include class XII as the first >ear of the three 
years’ course. 1 have supported that for the last five or 
six years. As a member of the conference that was 
.called in Lucknow, 1 had no power to express the opinion 
either of the University or of anybody else. I’ express- 
ed my own opinion. Any conclusion which is arrived 
at by it obviously will have to be considered by 
each of the Universities concerned and any changes in- 
volved will come before this Senate. I think it would 
be a very great mistake to take a vote of this Body on a 
resolution of this. type. 

Dr. L. P. Mathur : There is certainly a difference 
of opinion on the question of the academic soundness or 
otherwise of the proposed three years’ course. I honestly 
differ on this question from my old teacher. Canon Sully. 
Let me assure Dr. Basu that the matter is not so simple 
as he takes it to be. I am not sure whether during the 
course of the last 4 years or so he has been in touch with 
what has been happening in regard to the proposed 3 
years’ course in our area. A few years back this experi- 
ment was started in Delhi University and we have yet 
to see the results. The problem is very complicated and 
the conditions in these parts are entirely different from 
those at Delhi. If we accept Dr. Basu’s suggestion then 
by the time the next Senate meeting is held, the thing may 
be a fait accompli. The U. P. Intermediate Board may 
suddenly decide to drop the Intermediate Examination 
and to- start the Higher Secondary Examination and then 
it will be too late to do anything. 

Sometimes back I was at Hyderabad attending the 
quinquennial conference of the Inter-University Board as 
one of the representatives of this University. There also 
unfortunately I had to differ from the Vice-Chancellor’s 
opinion. What is the particular advantage if you adopt 
this scheme? It is said that the period of two years is 
not enough for the students to imbibe the traditions of 
the University and to take full advantage of University 
education. To this my reply is give them not three 
-years but four. 

It is contended that students come to the 1st year 
Intermediate class at an immature stage. The remedy to 
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that to my mind is not to upset the entire existing 
arrangement but to go back to the old system of insisting 
on a minimum age for the High School Examination. 
I have a suspicion that the authorities are trying to push 
the new scheme through the back door. Only a few 
months back when I was attending a meeting of the 
Biology committee of the U. P. Intermediate Board, an 
interesting tiling happened. A senior official of the Board 
came to the meeting and requested us not to forget to 
frame the course for the new Higher Secondary Exa- 
mination. This was conveyed to us as a special request 
from the D.P.I. The question had not even come up to 
the Board till then. 

Sir, this is a matter which concerns the education of 
our children and I see no reason why the authorities 
should be in such an indecent hurry to introduce this new 
scheme. In my opinion the entire scheme needs a very- 
thorough looking-into, at least from the point of view 
of this area. At present, in these parts, it is likely to 
create complications and put obstacles in the way of 
higher education. 

The other day I was having a talk with a friend of 
mine who is a senior officer of the Education Department. 
Knowing the conditions of the schools in Agra, as I do, I 
was not surprised when he told me that in Agra there are 
only two Schools, which are fit to be raised to the standard 
of Higher Secondary Schools. The rest of them would, 
of course, be reduced to the status of middle schools. 

Canon Sully and other local Principals will bear me 
out when I say that it is a pathetic sight to see a large 
number of students and their guardians running from one 
institution to another in search of accommodation. 
There are not enough colleges to take them in. During 
the course of the last 8 or 9 years not one single Interme- 
diate College in U. P. has been raised to the degree 
standard. What is the result? The amount of discon- 
tentment is growing and the introduction of this new - 
scheme just at this time will make confusion worse con- 
founded. I would,, therefore, plead caution and request the 
House to express its opinion on this question in clear terms, 

Mr. L..G. Tandon: I think I cannot agree with the 
proposal of Dr. Mathur. 
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Mr. Pearce : Speaking on the personal aspect may I 
point out that even if we defeat this proposal we shall 
not be discussing the merits of the three years’ course? 
-We shall be discussing whether we shall be introducing 
it by July 1947. That is 'a question on which we are not 
called on to express our opinion today. 


Mrs. Aijaz Rasul : I should like to say that I fail to 
understand the reasons for postponement of the resolu- 
tion moved by Mr. Krishna Rao. Once a point is made 
out that this matter is before the Universities Committee 
appointed by the post-war Education Committee that has 
been brought into being by His Excellency the Governor, 
I can say as a member of that committee that it was left 
to the sub-committees that were then appointed to give 
their findings with regard td various matters. The com- 
mittee came to certain decisions. Those decisions were 
placed before the meeting of the Intermediate Board that 
took place at Allahabad, two or three days ago and defi- 
nite principles were accepted. Therefore, the same pro- 
cedure will be devised by the University Sub-Committee. 
It is up to you to bring before the proper authorities of 
this body the findings of that committee. Therefore, to 
my mind this matter, at present, is a subjudice matter. 
The whole of the education system is now in the melting 
pot. It has been often pointed out that we should go 
into the education system and suggest ways and means to 
improve this system. We, as members . of the Senate 1 
do not think at this, time, are justified in moving or pass- 
ing any resolution relating to the educational systern of 
our province at this moment. Only the recommendations 
of the Universities Committee are before the Senate an 
we, as members of the ^Senate, are not require °F_ 
any resolution. That would be to my mind u r 
Therefore, I support Dr. Basu’s amendment. 

Mr. Shahani : I propose that the question be put. 


The motion was seconded by a member. .

mediate Examination. Various committees have been 
asked to frame courses for the one year Higher Second- 
ary Examination. The chairman definitely said that this 
one year course will be issued in a pamphlet form and 
4hat would be sent to the various Universities. 1 was 
Also told, not in the meeting but by people who ought to 
Icnow, that the whole machinery oi Government is ready 
to be set in motion for the decapitation of the Interme- 
■diate Colleges, the introduction of the higiier Secondary 
Examination and also the introduction of the three years’ 
■degree course. 

That, sir, is the urgency of the matter. The only 
■hitch in the matter is that the necessary funds may not 
he available. The whole scheme may suffer shipwreck 
against the bedrock of finance. But if the necessary 
funds can be released, the scheme is expected to come into 
operation in 1947. 

Mrs. Aijaz Rasul : Mr. Gupta has misunderstood me. 
The point I raised is exactly what he has raised here. I 
said it is up to you as Vice-Chancellor and a member of 
•the Universities Committee to bring it up when the matter 
has been decided by your committee. It is not open to 
any private member of this House to bring up this reso- 
lution. 

Vice-Chancellor: There is only one motion before the 
House. 

Dr. Basu's motion that the consideration of the item 
he postponed was put and carrie3 by the Senate. 

41. Mr. P. D. Gupta : Will it be in order if I move 
that this Senate recommends to the Government that the 
three years degree course should not be brought into 
•operation until the University has had an opportunity 
to discuss the question ? I am only suggesting that the Uni- 
versity may have an opportunity of expressing its opinion. 

Vice-Chancellor: Will my hon’ble friend explain 
how a motion can be taken as an amendment on the 
agenda paper ?

who passed in practice but failed in theory at the 
B. T. Examination may be allowed by the Executive 
Council to appear, without attending any further course of 
study, in any subsequent examination in theory held within 
a period of three years from the date of his first appear- 
ance at the examination” be added. 

In this connection it was reported that the proposal was

“My feeling is that the 'reports on examinations are a waste 
of paper and energy for all the practical good that they 
effect. Personally I am not aware of any. No percep- 
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tible improvement in candidates’ work is visible from 
jear to year as a result of these reports. Some way 
should be found to make them more effective. I beg to 
make one suggestion. The Boards of Studies should 
regularly consider the reports on the subjects with which 
they deal and a generalised summary, with additions if 
necessary, should be incorporated for teachers’ guidance 
in the various syllabuses of study. Further, colleges 
should be regularly asked by the University to report 
■nhat action they have taken to remedy the defects re- 
ported by the examiners. These suggestions may 
possibly bring about some improvement.” 


Resolved that in the opinion of the Faculty, the re- 
ports on examinations from Examiners should not be 
- discontinued, as atleast in some cases, valuable sugges- 
tions were made and some teachers did make use of these 
reports. However, it would be of greater value if these 
reports were made available to the Colleges by the follow- 
ing October and the University office be asked to expedite 
the publication of these reports and to send three copies 
of the report to each of the colleges, by the following 
October, as far as possible. 

28. The Faculty recorded the opinion of the Boards 
■ of Studies concerned on the ’ following remarks of one of 
the examiners for 1944: — 

la view of the poverty of repression of a large percentage 
of candidates due to their weakness in English, (he proper 
evaluation of their attainments in particular subjects 
other than English, Mathematics and Science is rendered 
• ' difficult, arbitrary and dependent often on the idio- 

syncraties of individual examiners. I, therefore, suggest 
that even if the vernacular medium is not adopted for 
teaching, examinees should be allowed to answer ques- 
tions in History, Politics, Economics and Philosophy, id 
Urdu, Hindi or English at their discretion.

Examination in Physics, the 
marks in practical were less by 100 than in other Science 
subjects and asking the Board to consider the desirability 
of increasing these marks so as to bring them in a linij 
with those in other Science subjects, the Faculty consider- 
ed the following Resolution (No. 3 of March 8, 1945) 
passed by' the Board of Studies in Physics in this 
connection:— 


"3. With reference to Faculty of Science Resolution No. 4 of 
November 15, 1944, the Board carefully considered the 
relative importance of theoretical and practical work in 
Physics and is emphatically of the opinion that no change 
is called for in the present distribution of marks in 
Physics in the M.Sc. Examination which is in line with 
the practice in other Universities like Allahabad Delhi 
Benares, etc Further this Board does not consider it 
desirable to insist on uniformity in the total number of 
marks in the different subjects of post-graduate exaonna- 
tions in the Science Faculty and points out that such 
uniformity does not exist in other Universities or even 
m the Arts Faculty of this University. ” 

Resolved that this be approved. 

^ \ ^! e Faulty considered the following resolution 
passed by the Board of Studies in Physics in connection 
Wiut the appointment of examiners: — 

“The Board of Studies in Physics requests that whenever a 
vacancy of an examiner has to be tilled or a new examiner

Faculty considered the report that the Board re-considered 
the matter and resolved to re-affirm its previous decision 
(vide Resolution No. 5 of March 7, 1945). 

Resolved that the recommendation of the Board be 
approved and forwarded to the Academic Board and 
Executive Council for necessary action. 

10. The Faculty considered Military Science Board 
Resolution No. 7 of March 7, 1945, recommending that 
the teachers holding commissions in the States be consider- 
ed qualified to teach Military Science for the B.A.,B.Sc., 
B.Com. and B.Sc. (Ag.) Examinations. 

Resolved that the recommendation be approved and, 
forwarded to the Executive Council for adoption. 

11. With reference to Senate Resolution No. 22 of 
November 16, 194 4, the Faculty considered the following

will have any objection to recognising such certificates 
for purposes of admission to the 1st year class of the

"In Chapter XVI, in Resolution 5, appearing on page 130 of 
the University Calendar, delete “with the exception of the

resolved that the whole of the third paper in Economics- - 
in is.Lom. Examination be devoted to Indian Economic- 
Development. 
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3. In view of the fact that India is about to experience great 
economic and industrial changes in near future, and fur- 
ther in view of the fact that it is_the duty of the Univers- 
ity and Colleges affiliated to it to contribute their mite 
towards economic regeneration of India by collecting 
necessary ulata and putting forth Scientific studies on 
different economic and commercial problems of India, it 
is resolved that candidates appearing for =M.Com. (Final) 
Examination be allowed the option to write a thesis 
instead of offering papers on the lines of some other 
Universities in India. 

The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the

2. The Registrar summarised the correspondence which had 
passed between the University and Mr. L. R Sethi, Superintendent of 
Education, Delhi, Ajmer Merwara, and Cential India Delhi, and 
explained that although Khan Sahib Quraishi, in charge Deputy Super- 
intendent of Education, Delhi, Ajmer-Merwara, and Central India was 
in-char"e of the current duties of the Superintendent of Education 
from the 1st of November 1944 to May 22, 1945, Mr Quiaislu had 
obviously, through some misunderstanding, countersigned the ai>phca- 
tions of the candidates from Ajmer-Merwara, during the months of 
September and October, 1915 Mr. Sethi, however, recommended 
that these applications be entertained because the candidates were not 
responsible in any case for this error. 


The Registrar also informed the Committee that the Inspector of 
School, Agra Division bad mentioned, while forwarding the applica- 
tions of the teachers of D A V. High School, Agra, that the question 
of the recognition of the said school was still pcndin-,, Enquiries 
made, however, showed that the D.A.-V. High School candidates were 
appearing at the High School Examination of 194o.

— The applications of Nos. 43 and 49 were under-stamped 
through an oversight, and were consequently refused by 
the University office.

the candidates after the expiry of the due date.

.permitted to take the B. Com. Examination, since he was 
appointed as a teacher and is doing teaching work for 24 
periods a week. 


(v) The Committee recommend that the remaining 133 applications 
appearing in List B, be rejected for reasons noted against each, as 
they are irregular. If further enquiries show that the candidates are 
not to blame, their cases may, however, be reconsidered. 


4. The Committee note that enquiries are being made in 132 cases 
which are^ now pending consideration. Under the circumstances, the 
Committee suggest that a supplementary report of the Committee may 
be submitted to the Vice-Chancellor at a later date for necessary 
action.

Address delivered by Lt.-Col. Dr. J. C. Chatterjee, 
M.A., D. Litt., M. L. A., ( Central) Vice-Chancellor 
on the occasion of laying the Foundation-Stone 
of the University Library on August 22, 1945. 


Your Excellency, Ladies and Gentlemen, 

On behalf of the University of Agra, it is my happy 
privilege to welcome you here this afternoon, and to 
thank you. Your Excellency, for so kindly agreeing to 
lay the fouudation-stoue of the University Library. 

It is just over a year ago, ‘on a hot summer day, 
that Your Excellency took all the trouble to come to 
Hewett Park to inspect and see for yourself the site for 
which we had applied. Soon after you were kind enough 
to make the University a generous and free gift of over 
an acre and a half of valuable land adjacent to the Senate 
House to enable us to plan a much-needed library build- 
ing, and now, in the midst of your multifarious duties, 
you have shown us another mark of your favour, and 
of your interest in this University by agreeing to lay 
the foundation-stone of what we hope will, in time, be 
an imposing and worthy structure for a University 
Research Library. 

The University of Agra was founded in 1927 in 
pursuance of the educational policy of the United Pro- 
vinces Government adopted in 1920 on the report of 
the Sadler Commission which recommended the founding 
of teaching Universities in the more important towns in 
the U. P. As a result of this policy, the Lucknow Univers- 
ity was founded in 1921, and the Allahabad Univers- 
ity was “ re-organised in 1922 with an external side which 
included the colleges now forming part of the Agra 
' ‘ 1 
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University. In the Allahabad University Act it was 
laid down that this external side would be separated in 
1927. It, therefore, became an absolute necessity to 
create an affiliating University. To meet this. Govern- 
ment, entirely on its own initiative and responsibility, 
founded the Agra University in 1927 to function as an 
affiliating University for the fourteen colleges separated 
from the Allahabad University. It was most unfortunate 
that Government, although wholly responsible for the 
foundation of the Agra University, at that time did no 
more than the passing of the Agra University Act and 
thus created a University without funds, buildings or 
equipment. 

The University then had under its jurisdiction four- 
teen degree colleges with about 2,000 students. To help 
the University, in the first year i. e. 1927- 28, the U. P. 
Government-sanctioned a maintenance grant of Rs. 37,000 
and two years later increased the grant to Rs. 43,500. 

In October . 1931 the Government appointed a Com- 
mittee of Enquiry which published its report in 1 932. 
The Committee clearly recognised the needs of the 
University and opined that the Agra University differed 
from the Allahabad and Lucknow Universities in that 
it was a new foundation with little or no University 
tradition or funds behind it; that the provincial tax 
payer paid far less actually and proportionately towards 
its expenditure than he did towards that of the Allahabad 
and Lucknow Universities; and that the case for the 
development of the Agra University was strong. They 
therefore recommended that the University, then housed - 
in a rented building, should be provided at an early date 
with suitable buildings of its own and with funds for 
their upkeep. The Committee also said that the desirabi- 
lity and need for a University Library was quite clear 
and that the University should be assisted to build and 
maintain such a library. They further recommended 
that, in future years. Government might justly be pre- 
pared to consider granting further sums and recommended 
that, besides recurring ancf non-recurring grants 'which 
should be given for the library, a sum of Rs. 59,600 
per annum be granted as block grant and Rs. 8,600 ^ 
per annum as recurring grant for scholarships. 
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It is difficult to understand why Government did 
not carry out the recommendations of this Committee, 
which they themselves had appointed, and that up to now 
not a single rupee has been granted to the University for 
building- purposes. The creation of the present extremely 
inadequate University building was made possible only 
with the help of a generous donation of Rs. 50,000 by 
Canon. Davies, our first Vice-Chawc.eU&s, and of Rs. 1Q,QC& 
by the late Mr. K. P. Kichlu. The existing University 
building has cost about Rs. 1,43,000 towards which we 
have had to contribute Rs. 85,000 from our meagre 
resources. All that Government has contributed is the 
* gift of a plot of land on lease on which the Senate House 
now stands. 

It is even more surprising and unfortunate that 
inspite of vast expansion and consequent increase in 
expenditure the Government maintenance grant which, 
in 1936-37 was Rs. 43,500, was drastically cut down, 
more than once, till in 1939-40 it was only Rs. 27,400. , 
Repeated representations made by the University were 
of no avail. Your Excellency, I must confess that in 
the history of Indian Universities I cannot find a single 
case where a University created by Government, entirely 
at their own instance, has been rendered so helpless in 
the matter of finance. Most educationists and public 
men would agree that iU a large country like India, the 
affiliating University has a definite and an essential part 
to play. But, whereas affiliating universities like those 
of London, Calcutta, Bombay and Madras have been 
enabled, by generous Government add and public bene- 
factions to play their parts and build up great traditions, 
the financial starvation by Government of this infant 
institution has resulted in reducing it to a bare machine 
for the conduct of examinations. 


'In recent years we have been encouraged in so far 
that, as a result of Your Excellency’s personal interest, 
we have been given an annual block grant ot Rs. 40,000 
per annum for the last four years. But our expenditure 
at the same time has increased on account of the affiliation 
of the Medical College and the conduct of its examina- 
tions. We have also, again thanks to Your Exce tency, 
received certain special grants for the expansion of the 
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University Officers Training Corps. On the whole, 
however, the contributions made by Government have 
been small for out of a total income during the last 
eighteen years of Rs. 31,50,000, Government has only 
contributed twenty-three per cent. 

Such being the state of out 1 University finances, it 
obviously has been impossible for us to provide facilities 
for research work or to found University Professorships. 
I am afraid there is no immediate prospect of the latter 
but ever since I assumed the office of Vice-Chancellor, 
now nearly five years ago, I have been most anxious to 
provide a suitable Research Library, as the first and 
most important step towards making research possible 
and -raising the University of Agra from a purely exa- 
mining and supervising body a step nearer the ideal. 

Our Library must necessarily be somewhat different 
in character and use from the libraries of Teaching 
Universities in so far as we have our affiliated colleges 
scattered all over the United Provinces, Rajputana and 
Central India. These colleges have their own libraries, 
but the majority of them are inadequate and do not 
provide the requisite literature for advanced study and 
research. Therefore it is our hope and intention to 
provide a Research Library at Agra and thus to supple- 
ment the resources of the college libraries for advanced 
study. Books will be available on loan to affiliated col- 
leges and to research students. 

In Agra itself we now have four large colleges and 
two more are likely to be affiliated before long. The 
University library will provide the students of these 
colleges with modern reading rooms and facilities for 
research and advanced study. 

The University has already' a nucleus having spent 
nearly forty thousand rupees on books and equipment 
up to the end of March 1945: We have during the last 
four years earmarked a sum of Rs. 40,000 for the pur- 
chase of books and learned journals; and the Executive 
Council has decided to put aside a sum of Rs. 10,000 
per annum for the purchase of books. The present 
University buildings, however, are so small that, they 
allow for no space for a reading room or for the display 
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of the small number of books we iiave in our possession. 
This Your Excellency is fully aware of for having been 
kind enough to personally inspect our buildings you saw 
our difficulty. 

As soon as we received Your Excellency's sanction 
to the grant of a plot of land, the University Committee, 
now ably presided over by the Rev. Canon T. D. Sully, 
took steps to call for plans for a University Library 
Building. They invited Mr. P. L. Sharma, F. R. I. B. A. 
Chartered Architect, Thomson College, Roorkee— the 
architect selected for the building of the Hailett Hospital 
at Cawnpore — to prepare plans for our University Library 
Building. These plans, though not quite complete, have 
been sufficiently worked out to give some idea of what 
the proposed building will look like. We do not for the 
present propose to build large general reading rooms for 
we wish to specially provide for the needs of individual 
research students and small seminar groups. We aim 
at having the open shelf system with a single entrance 
and exit to the library and provision for adequate control. 
But we have asked the architect to plan the building with 
a basement. We are most anxious to construct the base- 
ment and the ground floor as soon as possible leaving 
the first floor for. completion in subsequent years. The 
blue prints of the first draft plans have been sent for 
opinion to Librarians of all well-known University Li- 
braries in India. Provisional estimates show that our 
minimum immediate needs will cost about one and a half 
lacs of rupees, at pre-war prices. We anticipate that 
equipment and purchase of books and learned journals, 
if the library is to be at all efficient.Mvill cost a lac of 
rupees in addition to the small reserve we have set apart 
for the purpose, and the staff for the Library and upkeep 
of the building will be of course additional charges. We 
have ventured to embark on this project solely through 
the encouragement and inspiration which we have received, 
through the interest that Your Excellency has taken in. 
the progress of this University. We have now to look to 
Your Excellency’s Government for substantial help to- 
wards the erection and equipment of our University 
Library. As we have seen that whereas other univers- 
ities in this Province have received very liberal and large 
grants for capital and building expenses, the youngest 
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and the poorest University in this Province has never 
received any grant for these purposes. The University 
is now responsible for the supervision of 28 degree 
colleges as against 14 at the time of its foundation and 
has to provide for the needs of 7,000 students as against 
2,000 in 1927. We therefore appeal to Your Excellency 
for a building and equipment grant of rupees two and a 
half lacs to enable us to build and equip a good research 
library and we also hope that Your Excelleney’s Govern- 
ment will favourably consider our case for a suitable 
increase towards our annual recurring grant for the 
purchase of books. It is obvious that without' such a 
°xant from dovernment, the Library cannot materialise, 
and we earnestly hope that Your Excellency would sym- 
pathetically consider what we are convinced is a just and 
reasonable request on behalf of a University which is. 
entirely a creation of the United Provinces Government 
and for which they cannot at this stage disclaim their 
responsibility. 

Our University has a beautiful mottcr in the words 
of the Sanskrit prayer v.’hich reads ‘From Daikness lead 
me into Light’. Your Excellency will no doubt agree 
that good books are the most potent means of leading 
men from the darkness of ignorance to the light of 
knowledge. It is our earnest hope and it will be our 
endeavour to build and equip in years to come a good 
research library, which would be a beacon of light and 
knowledge and thus aid the teachers and students of this 
University towards the goal which our University Motto 
puts before them. 

Before I conclude my address, I would with Your 
Excellency’s permission like to refer to two other impor- 
tant University problems which have been causing me 
and- my colleagues the deepest concern. The first of 
these is the very low scale of salaries paid to University 
Teachers. At Your Excellency's own suggestion, the 
Executive Council drew up a scale of minimum salaries 
for all grades of University teachers. These scales were 
only a moderate improvement on old rates- of pay and 
are considerably lower than the scales of salaries recom- 
mended by.- the • Committee appointed by .the .-Central 
Advisory Board of Education, • - .... 
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Your Excellency was good enough to approve of the 
new rates of pay for colleges seeking new affiliation, but 
not in the case of colleges already affiliated because 
Government were unable to raise their maintenance grants. 
The University has made it incumbent on all new colleges 
to pay these revised scales of salaries to their staffs. 
This has resulted in creating an invidious distinction in 
the emoluments of teachers in new colleges and of those 
serving in the old colleges of the U. P. 

There are at present no less than 160 University 
teachers in affiliated colleges in the U. P. in receipt of 
salaries below JRs. 150 p. m. With the present high 
cost of living, it is difficult to imagine, how University 
teachers, most of whom are married, can possibly main- 
tain anything like a decent standard of life on such 
meagre wages. The Senate at the last meeting passed a 
statute fixing the minimum salary of a University teacher 
at Rs. 150 p. m. instead of Rs. 100. The statute still 
awaits Your Excellency's assent. Calculations have 
shown that a total additional grant of Rs. 75,000 per 
annum made to the U. P. colleges would enable them to 
raise the salaries of these 160 teachers to at least Rs. 150 
p. m. I earnestly commend this much-needed measure of 
relief to Your Excellency's consideration. 

The second problem is the extreme paucity and the 
meagreness of University scholarships and stipends for 
the assistance of poor yet deserving students. In Britain 
as in other civilised countries, it is an accepted principle 
of educational policy, that no really deserving or brilliant 
student should be debarred, from receiving higher edu- 
cation merely because of the poverty, of his or her parents 
and guardians. In this University, with seven thousand 
degree students on the rolls of our colleges, we have but 
19 scholarships, of the value of Rs. 30 p. m. tenable for 
twenty months only in the M.A., M.Sc. and M.Coxn. 
classes. The University has, out of its own resources, 
provided six research scholarships of Rs. 50 p. m. tenable 
for 8 months in the year. We now propose to make 
these research scholarships tenable for 12 months instead 
of 8 months. The report on Post-War Reconstruction 
in India prepared by the Central Advisory Board of 
Education has laid great stress on the principle of the 
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State enabling every student who proves himself or her- 
self worthy to pursue higher studies whether academic 
or technical. I take this opportunity of bringing this 
urgent need to the notice of Your Excellency and request 
that the need for a vast increase in the number of scho- 
larships for poor but deserving students may be given 
careful consideration by the Post-War Educational 
Reorganisation Committees which have been appointed 
by Your Excellency. For the immediate future we appeal 
that our present meagre grant of Rs. 8,600 per annum 
for scholarships may be raised to at least Rs. 15,000 per 
annum. 

Your Excellency, I am conscious that my address 
has' been full of importunity. But I am confident .that 
because of your generosity you will not desire me to 
make an apology for it. I am convinced that the Uni- 
versity of Agra has a strong and just claim for existence 
and for greater usefulness. I feel that our case has 
often gone by default but I have ventured to present 
our most pressing needs before you, as your interest 
in our work and your presence amongst us this afternoon 
assures me of a •sympathetic consideration at your hands, 
for you are not only the Governor of this Province but 
also the Chancellor of our University. 

Your Excellency, I thank you once more for the 
great honour you have done to this University by accept- . 
ing our invitation. I am afraid we may not again have 
the honour and pleasure of a personal visit from Your 
Excellency as our Chancellor. In saying our official 
farewell to Your Excellency, the members of this Uni- 
versity, wish you and Lady Hallett, many years of health, 
happiness and usefulness 
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Reply by His Excellency Sir MAURICE HALLETT, 
G.C.I.E., K.C.S.L, I.CS, Governor of the United 
Provinces, to an Address by the Agra University, 
on the occasion of laying ihe Foundation-Stone 
of the Agra University Library, on Wednesday, 
August 22, 1945. 

Mu. Vice-Chancellor, Ladies and Gentlemen, 

1 am very glad to pay yet another visit to Agra Uni- 
versity, and I thank you, Mr. Vice- Jtancellor, for your 
cordial words of welcome to me and fob your kind re- 
ference to the interest that I have taken in the affairs of 
the Agra University. I cannot pride myself on doing 
much to help you during these last six years of war, for 
during such a time as this in particular, it is not very easy 
to carry out the double duties of Chancellor of a Univer- 
sity and Governor of a province. In the former capacity, 
there are man}' occasions on which I would like to see 
help given and improvements effected; but as Governor 
I have to consider the financial position of the province 
as a whole and decide where the most urgent needs lie; 
during these years of war, though money has oeen availa- 
ble, it has been necessary to limit expenditure to work 
urgently necessary for the war effort and to curtail ex- 
penditure on many projects which, though desirable, were 
not unescapable; hence sometimes I have had regretfully 
to refuse appeals for causes which m themselves are 
worthy of support, but to which, on account of the ,war 
position and more urgent demands, I have to turn a deaf 
ear. 

But now we can think of the future; we have indeed 
been thinking of our numerous plans of post-war recon- 
struction for many months past, and it would perhaps be 
more correct to say that we can now make a start with 
these plans, plans which 1 hope will conduce to the better- 
ment of the province and will make the people of it 
happier, healthier and more prosperous. It is therefore 
appropriate that one of the first ceremonies with which 
I should .be associated is this ceremony here today, laying 
the foundation-stone of a Research Library for the Agra 
University., Progress cannot be made in any branch of 
; study without research and. -without study," and research 
•cannot be carried out without books, without a. good 
library. There is of course the cynical view that “of the 
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making of many books there is no end; and much study 
-is a weariness of the flesh." But I- prefer to accept the 
dictum of Carlyle who said : “In books lies the soul of 
the whole past time; the articulate audible voice of the 
Past, when the body and material substance of it has 
vanished like a dream/’ If we are drawing up plans for 
the future, we must study the past ; and in these days 
when we are confronted with economic, constitutional 
and international problems, which at times may appear to 
us almost insoluble, we shall profit if we study the work 
of historians, economists and philosophers. In the realms 
of science we may not find much in old books, for the 
writers of those books knew nothing or little of science 
in the modern sense of the word and did not anticipate 
or foretell the marvellous discoveries of recent years. But 
in scientific study we can benefit by the researches of 
learned men of other countries, which are made available 
to us in their published books. I often regret myself that 
I have not had, at least in recent years, more time for 
reading books of all kinds; I certainly hope that I may 
have more leisure ahead to devote to literature of all 
kind. It is hardly necessary for me here in this Univer- 
sity atmosphere to emphasize the value of books. In- 
every University of the world the necessity of a good 
library has been recognized and many well-known libraries 
in other countries owe their origin and their upkeep to the 
generosity of public-spirited citizens. Thus, the Bodleian 
Library, Oxford, owed its origin to Sir Thomas Bodley who, 
by contributing largely himself and procuring contribu- 
tions from others, opened the library in 1602. The 
library now contains about 8,00,000 printed volumes and 
about 41,000 rare and valuable manuscripts. In the de- 
partment of Oriental manuscripts, it is perhaps superior 
to any other European library, and it is exceedingly rich 
in other manuscript treasures. No books are allowed to 
be sent out of the library except by special leave of the 
Curators and by Convocation of the University. The 
University library at Cambridge owes its origin also to 
private benefactors, and an Archbishop of York was, I 
think, responsible for the erection of the first building in 
1475. The origin of the University library of Edinburgh 
is to be found in the bequest of books on Theology and 
Law made to the town by Mr. Clement Little, a public* 
spirited citizen. 
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I mention these libraries, though they started many 
centuries ago, for they show how much can be done by 
private generosity. You here will want a lot of money 
to make this library really as good as it ought to be; you 
must not expect to get all the money from Government 
but I hope that just as the gentlemen whose names you 
have mentioned, Canon Davies and Mr. ICichlu, made 
generous donations for the construction of this University 
building, so, too, liberal and wealthy gentlemen of this 
province, especially those who owe their success in life to 
this University, will make contributions to this library. 

There is undoubtedly a great need for improving the 
facilities for research work in ail our Universities and 
especially University colleges, but particularly so in the 
University colleges affiliated to the Agra University. 
It is desirable that more attention in these colleges should 
be given to higher studies and research work than to 
turning out graduates. The Agra University has made 
a step in the right direction by the establishment of a 
library to assist such work. 

This library that has been started must necessarily 
be different in character from the libraries of teaching 
Universities. These teaching colleges must have libraries 
attached to them mainly for the ordinary student, but a 
University such as this should cater for the research 
worker, if the all important research work is to be carried 
out effectively. The University library at Agra should 
concentrate on rare or expensive editions and books 
for research which would be beyond perhaps the 
ordinary needs of an affiliated college, though even doing 
research work, and books that could not ordinarily be 
expected to be found in every affiliated institution. It is 
very essential that in building up a library at Agra, the 
importance of libraries in the affiliated institutions for 
higher studies and research work must not be lost sight of. 

It may not be possible, at least not in a short time, 
for a library such as this to have books on all the numer- 
ous subjects which fall under the heads of Science or Arts, 
Literature or Law. If I am right in this view, then it 
would be a wise policy for the Library to specialize in 
certain subjects, which are most likely to attract the atten- 
tion of research or other students; for example, in discuss- 
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ing our post-war plans, we often refer to social develop- 
ment; would it not be helpful to the University and to 
the piovince as a whole to have here a collection of books 
on this wide subject, works of the old philosophers of 
Greece or India or other countries up to the most modern 
volumes from all countries of the world of today? 

Another minor point on which I wish to make a sug- 
gestion is this. The condition of loaning books to affiliat- 
ed colleges and research students require careful examina- 
tion. If these books are loaned out to individuals, then 
it limits the opportunity of others of getting access to 
these books. The life of a book would be much reduced 
in this way and it would be undesirable to allow rare or 
very costly books to leave the library. The question is 
whether the policy laid down by the Bodleian Library 
should not be considered i. e. the Agra University Library 
be opened to all graduate members of the University, 
the books and manuscripts of tbe Library to be used or 
studied in the library only and not to be taken away. 
This condition would be absolutely necessan in connection 
with the, rare and costly books and manuscripts. This 
Library of the Agra University should, as I have already 
implied, cater primarily for research; the under-graduate 
student should have his college library, just as at 
Oxford, in addition to the Bodleian Library, each college 
has its own library. ° 

, *-^ e course of his a Idress the Vice-Chancellor has 

given a brief history of the Agra University, its founda- 
tion, growth and financial position. In his account of 
the latter the United Provinces Government appears 
^oer like a niggardly stepmother who has no love for 
the offspring forced upon it and has consequently under- 
nourished and kept it at starvation level. I was not of 
course in any way connected with this province in those 
days- to which you refer and perhaps for that reason I. 
may be permitted to defend my predecessors and to show 
that the Provincial Government, even though not a 
bountiful patron was, and is, alive to its responsibilities 
and within, its limited means,' has carried out those' 
respqnsibihties. FoHowing . the recorganization of the 
Ai.anabad University, another university had to be set 
Up ;. *° coordinate the work of the external affiliated 
colleges and to conduct their examination's. This has : 
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been' the sole function of the University of Agra up to 
date and for this it needed no elaborate buildings, 
equipment or extensive funds. The University’s income 
of Rs. 31^ lakhs over the last 18 years has mainly been 
derived from examination fees and the smali percentage 
contributed by the United Provinces Government really 
represents the University overhead expenses, an item 
which might well have been shared by certain Rajputana 
State Governments. In passing I might mention that all 
the colleges situated in the United Protinces and affiliated 
to the Agra University are in receipt of Goverrment 
grants which amount to over Rs. 5 lakhs annually. 
Proposals were made in 1932 that Government should 
assist the University in .building and maintaining a 
library, giving it more generous financial help and in 
particular increasing the grant for scholarships Why 
Government did not carry out these proposals appears to 
have baffled the Vice-Chancellor but the reason is simple. 
There was a severe financial crisis and slump in 1931-32 
and Government had perforce to restrict its commitments 
considerably. 

The fact must not be lost sight of that half the 
number of colleges affiliated to the Agra University are 
outside the United Provinces, mainly m the Rajputana 
States, and that the authorities concerned with these 
colleges .appear to view with suspicion expenditure 
incurred’ at Agra itself, tearing that they may be placed 
at a disadvantage with the colleges situated in Agra. 
That is why I urged that this University Library should 
cater for post-graduate students and research workers 
only and should not duplicate the work normally to be 
undertaken by each constituent college. 

I am afraid I can give no definite answer to the Vice- 
Chancellor’s request for a building and equipment grant 
of Rs. 24 lakhs, as the plans at present appear to be 
incomplete.’ You have secured, if I may say so, the. 
services of an excellent architect and I hope he will draw 
up his plans so that the library may be built by instal- 
ments and additions made to it when funds are available; 

I must leave this problem to my successor and to what- 
ever Government may be in power. ' But I will certainly 
leave on record— indeed I am doing so in this speech 
today.— that the library serves a very urgent need and 
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should be helped. I feel sure that Government would be 
far readier to help did some generous donors come 
forward or were some of the sister Governments in the 
Rajputana States prepared to bear part of the expend- 
iture. 

I sympathize with the Vice-Chancellor in his desire 
to see more scholarships created, particularly for research 
work. It is true 'hat in Britain, a brilliant stud nt will 
be able to cover a large part of his educational expenses 
from scholarships which he had won, but it must be 
remembered that most of these scholarships represent 
private endowments, some of them dating back many 
centuries. It is to be regretted that this form of 
encouragement of learning has - not found deep roots as 
yet in India. When I see the wealth that some of the 
religious institutions in India have acquired, I am tempted 
to think that this wealth could be used for promoting 
education generally and higher education in particular. 
Government after all are faced with that enormous 
problem of free Primary Education; some might say that it 
is even more urgent than higher education and research 
work, but that is hardly correct; the two must go hand 
in hand, for without highly trained engineers, without 
expert research workers, we cannot develop the resources 
of this country, we cannot improve her agriculture or 
develop her industries; and if we do not do this, we 
cannot increase the wealth of the country or produce the 
money necessary to raise the standard of life. As I 
have said on another occasion, the Allied Nations have 
won the war over the two evil forces that threatened 
civilization because they all, from the top to the bottom, 
co-operated whole-heartedly to achieve their object of 
complete victory; there must be similar co-operation to 
win the even greater war which is now beginning, the 
war over disease, poverty and -ignorance. We have all 
of us read with amazement of that frightful engine, of 
destruction, the atomic bomb; would it be inappropriate 
for me to express the hope that scientists of this country 
and I would add students of this and other universities* 
will play their part in harnessing that mighty power for 
the good of mankind, hot for its destruction ? 

Possibly, I have had to strike a cautious note in m y 
speech today, but I do sincerely hope that the University 
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authorities will press forward with this scheme of setting 
up a Research Library, and, with a determination to see its 
completion, leave no avenue of assistance unexplored. I 
shall not be here to see your plans fulfilled but trust that 
you will meet no great difficulties. 

You have done me the great honour of making me a 
Doctor of your University an honour which 1 very 
greatly appreciate. Holding that degree 1 regard it as 
my duty to keep up my interest in your University, even 
when I am settled in a small country village in England; 
I may not be able to do anything to help you but 1 will 
always do what 1 can to help the Agra University and 
the students who come from it and who follow your 
university motto— “From darkness lead me into light”.

Members ob Convocation, Ladles and Gentlemen, 

We have to day the great privilege and honour of 
having a most distinguished and illustrious lawyer and 
educationist for our Convocation Speaker. 

On behalf of the University and of all present here 
I offer to Sir Maurice Gwyer a most cordial welcome to 
'this our ancient and royal city. He has, at considerable 
personal inconvenience and at the expense of much valua- 
ble time, honoured the University by so kindly consenting 
to give the Convocation Address, and we are grateful to 
him for accepting our invitation. Sir Maurice Gwyer 
does not need any introduction to this Convocation. His 
distinguished career at the English Bar, as one of the 
most learned of the Law officers of the Crown, forms 
. part of history. In our own country there are two institu- 
tions, with which Sir Maurice Gwyer’s name will always 
be connected, for it is due to him that they have been 
brought on the map. 

I refer, as you already know, to the Federal Court of 
India, where Sir Maurice Gwyer held the exalted office 
of the first Chief Justice of India. 

His great learning, forceful personality, above all 
his outstanding impartiality and the fearless rectitude of 
judgment, of which he gave proof in some of the most 
difficult cases brought before the Federal Court, have 
raised the prestige of and laid down a great tradition for 
the highest Court of Appeal in our country. Future 
generations in India will owe a deep debt of gratitude to 
this great English Jurist and Judge, for laying the founda- 
tion of the Supreme Court of Law in our country on such 
sound lines. 

The second institution is the University of Delhi 
whose Vice-Chancellorship Sir Maurice Gwyer was pef- 
suaded to accept a few years before he retired from the 
Federal Court in 1943. When I made a brief reference to 
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Sir Maurice Gwver's great work is a Jurist and Judge, 
I did so with trepidation for although a most law-abiding 
person, I am innocent of ail knowledge of it, in its more 
specialised sense But as I have for many years been a 
member of the Executive Council and of various com- 
mittees of the Delhi University, and have thus had an 
opportunity of seeing the great work that he has done 
and is doing for it, I can speak with confidence of his 
work as Vice-Chancellor of the Delhi University. When 
that University was first founded, great hopes were 
entertained for its future and it was referred to, by its 
students and teachers, as the Imperial University of India. 
Unfortunately, for a number of years, this high-sounding 
title, did not become in any sense a reality. The Univer- 
sity had neither University Professors nor University 
Research, neither post-graduate Departments nor Honours 
Schools. In other words the University of Delhi was not 
'on the map*. 

It was thus a great good fortune for this new institu- 
tion to have secured the interest and guidance of so 
distinguished a personage as Sir Maurice Gwyer, who 
continues to give to it all his time and undivided attention. 

While he has been its Vice-Chancellor financial 
support has increased so greatly that it seems apparent 
that Sir Maurice Gwyer knows the 'Open Sesame’ which 
magically opens the purse of both Government and 
private donors. As Vice-Chancellor of a sister University 
f would be grateful if Sir Maurice would share this 
magic ‘Open Sesame’ with me. 

The University to-day 'has buildings and funds such 
as any University would well be proud of, a Library 
which owes its very existence to Sir Maurice Gwyer’s 
enthusiastic love for learning, several University Chairs 
and University Research Laboratories which have been 
built and equipped in an up-to-date style, for the entire 
science teaching for the constituent . colleges is now 
a University responsibility. Besides these things the 
interest of the students is the special concern of the Vice- 
Chancellor. His energy and resourcefulness have provided 
for several hostels fot men and one for women, and 
lodging houses, which set a new and greatly improved 
standard of comfort and living in University life in this 
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country. He has laid out, and is ever extending, University 
grounds which comprise many playing-fields, lawns and 
gardens. , ‘ ' 

It is through Sir Maurice Gwyer’s zeal and untiring 
efforts that the University of Delhi has been brought ‘on 
the map' and the credit is his that the first vague boast 
that Delhi University was to be the Imperial University 
has been substantiated and is on the way to becoming a 
reality. 

Ladies and gentlemen, I shall not stand between you 
and our distinguished speaker any longer and will now 
request Sir Maurice Gwyer to address you. 



EIGHTEENTH ANNUAL CONVOCATION 

(Held on November 24, 1945). 

AN ADDRESS 

BY 

SIR MAURICE GWYER, 

K.C.B., K.C.S.I., D.C.L., LL.D. 

Vice-Chancellor, Delhi University. 

Mr, Vice-Chancellor, Ladies and Gentlemen, 

It is a great pleasure to visit this historic city, I ani 
ashamed to say for the first time, the home not only of 
this University but of some of the most famous buildings 
in the world. It is a double pleasure because I come 
from the neighbouring University of Delhi, where you, 
Mr. Vice-Chancellor, were once a member of our Executive 
Council and assisted in our deliberations. There has for 
many centuries been an association between Agra and 
Delhi, two cities of great renown ; and indeed when men 
have speculated in times past where the capital city of 
India would be, if the Government ever left Calcutta, the 
claims of Agra were not seldom put forward as equal to 
those of Delhi. This interchange of visits and courtesies 
between Universities is, I think, a very valuable thing.' 
No centre of learning is self-contained; 3nd if it seeks to 
be, it is likely to become self-centred and lose hs contact 
with realities. Scientists are fond saying that science 
has no national boundaries, thpugh since the arrival of 
the atomic bomb it would seem that this is not so certain, 
and those of us who have devoted ourselves to other 
than scientific pursuits will make the same claim for the 
humanities. There is of course such a national culture, 
but the broader fields of learning and research are, or 
should be, the common heritage of mankind. 

The day on which he receives the visible token of his 
degree is a memorable one in the life of every student, '■ 
and it is right therefore that the occasion should he 
marked by a dignified and appropriate ceremonial. I have 
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myself wondered, however, whether the value of these 
annual Convocations is enhanced by the presence of 
strangers who are expected to discourse on some academic 
subject, though they are sometimes fond of enlarging 
upon extraneous topics which at times are very remote 
from academic or educational associations. A University 
Convocation -always seems to me essentially a domestic 
ceremony, to which if visitors are invited by the courtesy 
of the University, it would seem that they should more 
fittingly admire and be silent. Since, however, the Uni- 
versity have been so kind as to invite me here to address 
this gathering, I should like to say something on two 
academic subjects very near to my heart and of which the 
importance is not yet in my judgment sufficiently recog- 
nized .by public opinion in India. 

First, however, it- is my agreeable duty to congratulate 
the recipients of degrees today. If they have not them- 
selves appreciated the value of University and College 
life, derived not only from their lectures but also no less 
from contact with their fellow students, and if they have 
not determined to make full use in their subsequent . lives 
and careers of the opportunities which they have enjoyed, 
I do not suppose that any words of mine will teach them. 
But let me just say this. -They are going out into the 
world at a very critical time in the history of their country, 
which will need the brains and energies of all her children 
to solve the problems which will face her in the future. 
They will, unless all the omens are at fault, find them- 
selves confronted with a period of national and political 
turmoil, in which it may fall to them to play some part, 
at first no doubt a humble part, but later on perhaps one 
of growing importance. They may then discover, as others 
have discovered before them, that men can be politically 
emancipated and yet still remain in bondage to slogans 
and catch words and that even national freedom may be 
of little worth if the chain's of an out-of-date economic 
and social structure still fetter men’s lives. A University 
training will at least have taught them . to distinguish 
between essentials and non-essertials, between the eternal 
- and the transitory, between fundamental principles and 
the fashions of a day. It will .have taught them to cherish 
above all things that gift of the gods, a sense of propor- 
tion, which is of the first importance to all of us/ whether 
>ve are students or Vice-Chancellors. All these things I 
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hope that the training of mind and character which they 
have received in their Colleges will have taught them; 
and L trust that they will permit one who., though now 
approaching the end of his life, was yet once a student 
himself, to wish them godspeed, with his blessing and his 
prayers for their future prosperity and success, 

I turn now from those who are taught to those who 
teach them; and, as £ have said, this is a subject very 
near to my heart, f have spoken publicly on it before; 
and ideas which I had formed long ago have been fully 
confirmed by later experience. There is going to be no 
real advance in education, whether in Universities or 
elsewhere, unless the key position occupied by the teacher 
is adequately recognised and a proper status accorded to 
him. When I speak of a proper status, 1 mean that the 
teacher should enjoy conditions of service comparable to 
those which are enjoyed by others who discharge public 
functions of equal importance; and conditions of service 
include not only decent remuneration but reasonable 
opportunities for leisure and self-improvement and pros- 
pects of a useful and honourable career. It is unhappily 
only too true that the position of teachers in many Uni- 
versities and in a still greater number of Colleges in India 
falls far short of this ideal. 

,Et so happened that this summer I was Chairman of 
a Board to which was entrusted the task of selecting 
candidates for the overseas scholarships recently instituted 
by the Government of India; and my colleagues and I 
over a period of nearly two months had to examine a 
vast number of written applications from candidates, to 
sort them’ out into various categories, and ultimately to 
interview some hundreds of them and make our final 
recommendations to the Government. I think that, we were 
all agreeably surprised at the large number of candidates 
who came before us with qualifications well above the 
average; but I confess that I myself was shocked, I think 
my colleagues were also, at the miserable pittances which 
our enquiries showed were earned by so many of them as 
teachers, by the absence of any reasonable prospects of 
advancement in their profession, and by the excessive 
hours of work, often of a routine and deadening chara- 
cter, which was expected of them. I wondered in many 
cases how long any man, even one with a true vocation 
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for teaching, wouid be likely to preserve his enthusiasms 
or freshness of outlook in circumstances such as these; 
or how he could prevent his teaching from becoming 
mechanical and uninspired. How, I asked myseif, could a 
profession which could offer so little to those who entered 
it hope to attract a constant ' stream of recruits with the 
qualities which should be possessed by those who are to 
mould the minds and characters of the next generation. 

Some will no doubt say that the high quality which 
impressed my colleagues and myself is a proof that men 
of high calibre are in fact attracted to the profession 
notwithstanding all the disadvantages which I have 
mentioned. There are men with a natural aptitude or 
vocation for teaching who will always. seek the work the}' 
love without much thought of the rewards which it may 
-bring; but I think that the greater number enter the 
profession because, iike most of us, they have to earn an 
honest living and because there are at the present time in 
India more highly educated men than there are openings 
t in other professions or occupations. I have heard it said 
by those who should know better that, this being the case, 
teachers cannot complain if they are subjected to the 
ordinary laws of supply and demand, and that it is unrea- 
sonable of them to ask for conditions of service in excess 
of what commercial people would describe as market rates, 
that is, the lowest rates which result from economic 
competition and the struggle for employment. Even in 
the world of trade and commerce this inhuman doctrine, 
for it deserves no better epithet when it pui s the labour 
of men and women on the same footing as commodities 
and articles for sale, is yielding to the pressure of a more, 
enlightened age; but there is no sphere of human activity 
where, morals apart, the economics of the market-place 
have such lamentable consequences and prove in the long 
run to be so wasteful and expensive as in the sphere of 
education. There are still establishments to be" -found m 
which education is carried on' as a business for 
and I have personal knowledge of places where teachers 
are regularly discharged at the beginning of the long 
vacation and re-engaged at the beginning of the next 
term, in order that, their employers may : avoid the pay- 
ment of their salaries for two or three months. What self* 
respect can a teacher retain - who is compelled to work 
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under such degrading circumstances ? I will say nothing 
about the self-respect of their employers, because I cannot 
believe that they have ever known the meaning of the 
word. 

The men of wealth in India, of whom there are a 
large and of late years a growing number, must bear some 
measure of responsibility for the lack of prosperous 
foundations in which this state of things would no longer 
be possible. There are great and honourable exceptions 
known to us ail; but the conception of the possession of 
wealth as a trust, of the moral obligation which rests on 
those more richly endowed with this world's goods than 
their fellow men to dedicate some part of their riches to 
public uses in the form of unconditional gifts for the 
foundation and endowment of. educational and other 
institutions, whether from motives of philanthropy ,or 
• from gratitude for blessings received, — these principles, 
I say, are not yet as fully recognized or accepted as they 
ought to he. But an even greater responsibility rests upon 
Governments, pasfc and present, who have allowed the 
state of things which I have described to grow up unchal- 
lenged and scarcely even criticised, . and who have failed , 
to recognize that of all forms of expenditure that on 
education is almost the last which deserves to be called 
non-productive. I am glad to think that there are now signs 
of a change of heart; but old notions die hard. I hope 
1 however,’ that before long it will be an accepted doctrine 
that no educational institution is, or ought to be, entitled 
to receive public moneys by way of grant, unless those 
responsible for its management undertake that the remu- 
neration and other conditions of their teachers’ service 
shall in no circumstances fall below that level .which 
authoritative educational opinion insists upon as at least, 
minimum standard. The adoption of a principle of this 
kind will involve more than one consequence; first. 
Governments must be prepared to increase very considera-. 
bly the grants Which they have hitherto given ; secondly, 
the standards of education in all grant-receiving institu- 
tions must be progressively raised; and. lastly, the manage- 
ments of private institutions must be prepared to submit 
to a larger measure of public control than has been the 
case in the past. When these things : happen, then and 
not till then it will be. possible to record a real educational 
advance. 
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Public opinion is already beginning to stir and there 
is a greater diffusion of knowledge not only about the 
existing state of affairs but also of the steps which must 
be taken in order to remedy present defects. The Central 
Advisory Board of Education, a body with which 1 have 
had the honour to be associated for some time past, has 
expressed a clear and definite opinion upon all these 
matters, including the conditions of service which teachers 
in every category ought to be able to enjoy; and the Inter- 
University Board, though in my judgment it might have 
moved at an earlier date, has appointed a committe to 
examine the latest report of the Central Advisory Board 
on University teachers' conditions of service. I do not 
think that I a.n betraying any secret when I say that that 
committee will express its general concurrence with the 
findings of the report. 

I hope therefore that the teaching profession may 
have a brighter future in store; but though victory may 
be in sight, it is by no means won, and I can foresee 
many hard and difficult struggles still ahead. A successful 
issue will, however, impose corresponding obligations on 
the profession itself. It may rightly claim both. improved 
conditions of sevice and a higher status than it enjoys at 
present; but that higher status will rest not only on a 
material foundation but also on public opinion being 
satisfied that the teacher has proved himself not unworthy 
of it. There is no dearth of teachers who, despite all the 
disadvantages under which they labour, maintain stan- 
dards of professional conduct which are an example to all; 
but no useful purpose would be served by shutting our 
eyes to criticisms which are heard from time to time. 

It is not perhaps surprising that those who work under 
the conditions which afflict too many in the profession 
should be found at times to fall short of those high 
standards which it is their duty to maintain. A teacher 
should be incapable of intrigue or self-seeking; his cha- 
racter for independence and probity should be bejond 
reproach ; he should be able to treat with contempt any 
form of outside pressure or influence in connection with 
examinations; he should recognize that his day’s work 
not begun and ended in the lecture-room; and there should 
be no suspicion of disloyalty on his part to his colleagues 
or the head of the institution which he serves. He should 
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I would not for a moment assert that in the Uni- 
versities there, is to-day no such thing as research, and 
I am far from decrying the efforts which are made to 
encourage young men to do original work; but I have in 
mind the idea of a University which is itself a great 
fountain of knowledge, constantly fed by fresh springs 
of learning which are able to fertilize the minds of whole 
generations of men. I doubt if this conception of a Uni- 
versity is as fully appreciated as yet as it ought to be in 
India, where the teaching function with a view to quali- 
fying students for degrees has been apt to predominate. 
I do not think that the Universities will be able to play the 
part they should in shaping the destinies of a nation 
unless the importance of this other function is recognized. 
No doubt absence of funds is in part responsible, and 
I am well aware that true research, as I have defined it, 
involved the expenditure of large sums of money'. Thus 
the true centre of a University, its very heart, is an 
adequate and properly equipped Library, and a Library 
is an expensive thing; while the cost of scientific appara- 
tus grows from year to year. But I think that many 
Universities have tried to do too much with the means at 
their disposal. I hold the opinion strongly that in matters 
of this kind quality is always preferable to quantity; and 
money is better spent in giving opportunities for the pro- 
duction of work of the highest quality than in the squande- 
ring of resources for the purpose of producing mediocre 
results over a wider range. Here again is a great chance 
for men of wealth to immortalize their names, as indeed 
some of them have done. It is more difficult to persuade 
Governments that money can profitably be spent in the 
pursuit of what is sometimes known as pure learning or 
pure science, because those who are the guardians of the 
public purse are apt to take a strictly practical view and 
desire to be assured of practical results. The same criticism 
is often made of men who have made fortunes in trade or 
business; but there have always been men of wealth posses- 
sing either the gift of imagination themselves or willing 
to be inspired by others possessing that gift, who have 
been, eager to provide great sums of money ftr the pur- 
poses of science or learning without thought of immediate 
gain. ' - 

This is a matter, however, in which -Universities 
themselves should give a lead to public opinion. They 
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must make it clear to the world that they are not only 
degree-giving machines, but that they are essentially 
instruments for the increase of human knowledge. They 
must preach this gospel early and late, in season and out 
of season; and they must bring about a revolution in the 
public mind with regard to University’s true end and 
purpose. As in the case of teachers, there are hopeful signs 
that this revolution has already begun; but I think, though 
1 may be wrong, that the impetus is coming more from 
outside the Universities than from within. In some spheres 
of learning, notably in Physics, great progress has already 
been made, but others lag behind ; and I think that far too 
much lecturing work is required of holders of University 
Chairs, who are thus deprived of the leisure which it is 
necessary that they should have in order to pursue their 
own research work. I have long thought indeed that there 
are too many lectures in the Universities and Colleges 
generally and too little tutorial instruction; for it is in 
the tutorial hour that the teacher can by personal contact 
and discussion with one or two students at a time give an 
infinitely greater degree of intellectual stimulus than in 
weeks spent in the class-room. This means of course that 
University staffs must be increased, and, I am afraid, 
there is much understaffing at the present time. But here 
again the money factor becomes all important. 

I should like to tender my respectful congratulations 
to the educational authorities in this Province, who, I 
understand, are proposing to introduce a three-year degree 
course in the Universities under their jurisdiction at an 
early date. Coming as I do from a University which has 
already initiated the same experiment, I can only express 
my firm conviction that this is a step which the Universities 
concerned will never regret. A rumour, however, reached 
me the other day, which I trust is without foundation, 
that the three-year course will he a single course in which 
no distinction will be made between Honours and Pass. 
1 am quite sure that the full advantages of a three-year 
course can only be obtained if there is an Honours course 
entirely distinct from the Pass course, and for this reason. 
It is inevitable that a single course designed both for 
students of higher intellectual quality and also for those 
of only average attainments .will tend towards a lower 
standard than if the- two categories were kept distinct. 
Indeed, a course suited to the more brilliant men of their 
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year would probably be beyond the capacity of the rest, 
with the result that the former will be deprived of oppor- 
tunities of study to which the quality of their mental 
equipment would justly entitle them. Such at least is our 
experience at .Delhi, and I hope that before the final 
decision is taken in this matter, the considerations to 
which I have drawn attention will be borne in mind. The 
question has an undoubted, if only an indirect, bearing on 
what I have already said on the function of Universities 
to promote advanced learning in its higher ranges and- not 
only to impart such instruction as may be necessary for the 
obtaining of a degree, 1 read not long ago an account of 
the manner' in which in Russia, a country now-a-days 
constantly' held up to us as an example, special attention 
is paid to the education of the abler students and to those 
who have proved themselves capable of benefitting by r tea- 
ching of a more advanced kin*d. It is these men who in 
their maturer years will he best capable of adding to the 
sum of human knowledge, and thus of making their con- 
tribution to the advance of civilization. 


•It is a common criticism of the educational system at 
.the present time that too great a proportion of students 
•go to the University who are unlikely to benefit by a 
University education or training. The percentage of fai- 
lures in University examinations seems to bear this out; 
and one of the greatest of the advantages which will 
follow from the adoption of the scheme which has come 
to be.known as the Sargent Scheme is that then for the 
first time the opportunity of a University career will be 
assured to great numbers of young men who possess 
ability above the average but who have today' no chance 
whatsoever of developing it. The loss to themselves is 
great, but the loss to their country is greater still; and, if 
the essence of democracy is that the same opportunities at 
all events are to be open to all,- though the use made of 
them is of course the responsibility' of the individual, then 
I think that in educational -matters we -should, all desire, 
whatever may he our political creed, to call' ourselves 
democrats. There is much of the machinery and processes 
of democracy which I have always thought inappropriate 
to the administration of educational institutions; but in 
this respect at least there is. not likely to be any difference 
of opinion,. , 
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Let me say this in conclusion, since I have referred 
to one of the forms of modern Government. It is an ill 
day in any country when politics as such invade the euu- 
•cational sphere. Education is surely one of those territories 
where all should meet on common ground. We may each ox 
us hold this or that political doctrine or belong to this or 
that political party; but the advancement of learning Lnows 
•no parties nor should the education of the rising genera- 
tion. I have regretted the attempts which are sometimes 
made to engulf students in the conflict, of parties while 
their mental equipment is still incompete and they still laric 
that maturity of judgment which alone will enable them 
to come to rational decisions upon the political issues with 
which they will be faced often enough in later years. Let 
them be satisfied for the time being to learn all they can 
about these issues, to discuss them to their.heart’s content, 
to prepare themselves to play their part in public affairs 
when time comes. The hours at their disposal for all these 
things are very precious and will not recur. 

Throughout the ages, at least until our own totali- 
tarian epoch, the conscience of nations has instinctively 
condemned the invasion or pillage of the great shrines 
where men gather together for prayer and the worship or 
■God. Universities and other seats of learning are no less 
holy ground, a sanctuary not to be profaned. by war and 
tumult. I have from time to time, when in a reflective 
mood, permitted myself to speculate whether in the Uni- 
versities, both of India and of my own country, where 
men can still discuss great issues with wisdom and under- 
standing, with impartiality and tolerance, without passion 
but with a desire for justice and truth,. a spirit may not 
yet be born, able even now to give to this distracted an 
that peace which it seems to be beyond the power ot 
parties, politicians or statesmen to achieve. Perhaps ns 
is an idle dream. But so long as there are places among 
us where learning is sought for its own sake and young 
men are taught to reverence the things, which belong o 
the mind and to the spirit, two words will still remain for 
the comfort and consolation of mankind. Faith and rlope.
